che Democratic onujiBs bill was yesterday 
introduced and passed in the House, the 

Democrats and Greenbackers supporting the 
moasure, while the Republicans voted solidly 
against. The latter were able to force the 
admission of @ substitute, as it was in their 
power to filibuster and prevent a vote. Of 
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so that the defeat of the repeal bill is for 
the public good. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Cologne Gazette gives many interesting de- 
tails of the revolutionary movement in Rus- 
sia. According to his statement, the move- 
ment is a purely Sociaf one, and has little to 
do with what is known as Nihilism, and 
nothing whatever to do with the Internation- 
als. It isthe Court that separates the Ozar 
from the people that the Socialists are seek- 
ing to break down. They demand a repre- 
sentative Government. According to their 
programme, the Third Division—the police 
gendarmerie—must be swept away. They 
further demand the abolition of corporal 
punishment with the stick in prisons, better 
treatment of political prisoners, reform in 
the courts of justice, and changes in the 
procedure in preliminary examinations un- 
der the secret police. One of their pronun- 
ciamentos says: Since we are unable to 
obtain any redress in a legal way, and that 
because in Russia, not the Czar, but those 
about the Ozar, really govern the country, 
we shall, unless attention is paid to our 
wishes, enter upon the illegal way, and we 
shall shoot, stab, and murder until our de- 
mands gre satisfied and the Camarilla is 
swept from the face of the earth.” The cor- 
respondent says at the close of the letter: 

** The revolutionary party is now fostering the 
discontent prevailing among the most burdened 
classes of the people without itself cherishing 
Communistic tendencies, Its only object has been 
to make as many discontented people as possible, 
as tbey micht be made to render excellent service 
to the cause as food for powder. Many new ad- 
herents have likewise joined the movement who 
previously were deterred by the fear that the con- 
spiracy would be discovered, but who now, seeing 
that every attempt and enterprise of the revolu- 
tionists remains undiscovered and unpunished, 
willingly make common cause withthem. Thus it 
has come to pass that at vresent the secret con- 
federacy, which stretches from the Baltie and 
White Sea to the Black Sea and the Caspian, counts 
as many 46 19,000 working members, not to speak 
of the numberless agents who have taken the oath 
of loyalty, but who are otherwise uninitiated. 
Among the members it is stated that there are 
several Generals besides the Abbot of a monastery,

THE SUNDAY QUESTION AGAIN. 

The operation of the Sunday laws at New- 
ark, N. J., or rather the operations of those 
who have been seeking to enforce them, 
continue to furnish valuable practical sug- 
gestions to our own clergymen who are just 
now engaged in trying to solve the problem 
how to secure a more general observance of 
the Sabbath Day. It will be remembered 
that the advocates of the Sunday laws in that 
city recently organized themselves into an 
association called the Law-and-Order League, 
and directed their efforts against the beer- 
saloons which abound there, and that the 
saloon-keepers in turn organized themselves 
into a Citizens’ Protective Association, and 
demanded that the whole code of Sunday 
laws should be enforced, and put their de- 
mand into practical effect by arresting every 
one who did unnecessary work on the Sab- 
bath. By this scheme they succeeded in 
stopping the sale of Sunday papers, the de- 
delivery of the mails, the sale of milk, cigars, 
groceries, and bread, the running of street- 
cars and steam railroad trains, the open- 
ing of barbers’ shops, and every form 
of labor, in fact, that was not 
absolutely necessary. This unexpected off- 
set proved to be a ealamity to citizens in 
general, while those who wanted to drink 
beer flocked over to East Newark, where 
there was no bar to drinking, and drank 
twice ag mueh as they would have done at 
home. The retaliatory attempt to enforce 
the Jaws at last convinced not only the gen- 
eral public, but the very men who were fore- 
most in advocating them, that the efféct was 
not only very inconvenient, but in very 
many cases supremely ridiculous. The lib- 
erty of the individual was so much abridged 
that he became an actual sufferer, and Sun- 
day was a day of gloom and a nuisance. 
Even the Law-and-Order League could not 
endure it, and they came to the Citizens’ Pro- 
tective Association and expressed themselves 
as ready for a compromise. The beer-sell- 
ers and beer-drinkers asked them what they 
wanted. They replied that they demanded 
a quiet Sabbath, and they were told 
they could have it. This rather 
astonished the Sunday-law advocates, and 
they were still more astonished when they 
were told by the beer-sellers that this was 
just what they wanted themselves. Here was 
an easy basis for compromise. The beer 
men informed them they would drink their 
beer quietly and without interfering with 
any one, if they were let alone. The Sun- 
day-law men gladly accepted the offer, fér 
they had already suffered enough from the 


that do not interfere with the rights or wor- 
ship of the religious public without meeting 
with ultimate defeat and producing a hurt- 
ful reaction. What they may think is wrong, 
others through babit and education think is 
right. There isa golden mean in this mat- 
ter, and, if all parties can meet there, Chi- 
cage can have a quiet Sabbath, and a combi- 
nation of forces could be made against what 
all decent people know is evil and wish to 


have suppreesed.

THE NEW DEMOCRATIC EXPEDIENT. 
The new Democratic programme is fixed 
80 far as the Army Appropriation bill is con- 
cerned. The following is the text of the 
bill introduced simultaneously into the Sen- 
ate and the House, upon the passage and 
Presidential approval of which the Demo- 
crats will consent to vote the supplies for 
thearmy :

There is a curious diversion of opinions as 
to the real character and aim of this measure. 
The Democrats claim that it is less objec- 
tiomable, so far as restriction upon the 
Executive use of the army is concerned, than 
the sections which it was at first proposed to 
repeal in the Army Appropriation bill. Some 
Republicans seem inclined to admit that 
the bill will receive the President's signature, 
because President Harzs, in his message ac- 
eompanying the veto of the Army bill, ex- 
pressed himself as hostile to mihtary inter- 
ference with elections as any Democrat could 
be. The most numerous body of Repub- 
licans declare the new bill to be worse in its 
design and more far-reaching in its effects 
than the political amendments which called 
out the veto of the Army bill. If the bill 
shall receive the united support of the Dem- 
ocrats and solid opposition of the Republic. 
ans in both Houses, just as the Army bill 
did, its success or failure will depend upon 
the President. 

The fact about the bill seems to be that it 
was drawn with a view that it might serve 
the Democrats as an avenue to escape from 
the awkward dilemma in whieh they have 
placed themselves. In order to make it do 
this service it was necessary to frame it in 
such manner as would be likely to meet the 
President's approval. In this effort, however, 
the framers of the bill have given the Presi- 
deut simply the preamble, which partly cor- 
responds with his views as to military inter- 
ference with elections, but have occupied the 
body of the bill with the most extraordinary 
restrictions upon Exeeutive euthority that 
has ever been proposed. There can be little 
doubt that two of the objections urged by 
the President to signing the Army Appropri- 
ation bill in the shape in which d was sub- 
mitted to him will serve him as equally good 
reasons for vetoing the present bill, aud 
that a third objection, more weighty than 
both the others, will determine his action, 
We state briefly the objections to the meag- 
ure as they occur to us: 

1. The bill is as objectionable in its pres- 
ent attitude on the score of an attempt to 
intimidate the President as if it were made 
a part of the Army Appropriation bill. It 
has been designedly introduced in advance of 
the Army Appropriation bill, which has been 
designedly retarded two weeks in order to 
learn définitely the fate of the present meas- 
ure. There is no mistaking the purpose in 
the light of past utterances. If the Presi- 
dent will not sign this measure as a means of 
letting the Democratic party down easy, then 
it will still be in the power of the latter to 
refuse to vote supplies, and to threaten, em- 
barrass, and cripple the Government by ad- 
journing without passing the appropriation 
bills. It 1s folly to contend that the President 
must not be guided in reaching his eonelusions 
by any mere suspicion that the Democratie 
majority intend to do this or that; there is 
something more than a suspicion of the 
Democratic purpose, and the attitude in 
which they have placed this bill is tanta- 
mount to a notice that the voting of supplies 
is conditioned upon the approval of the meas- 
ure in its presentshape. The President can- 
not ignore the significant circumstances 
which surround the bill, and they must in- 
fluence him just as similar co..tions in- 
fluenced his decision when similar legisla- 
tion was proposed as a part of the Army 
Appropriation bill. 

2. The laws are just as ample now as when 
the President wrote his late veto message 
for the protection of elections against mili- 
tary interference, and he must be similarly 
impelled to regard the new law not merely 
as superfluous and unnecessary, but as de- 
signed to accomplish something not clearly 
confessed or expressed in the language 
of the bill. If the President found no diff. 
culty in connecting the political sections of 
the Army bill with the proposed repeal of 
the election statutes, the same facts and rea- 
soning will enable him to connect this bill 
with the scheme for repealing the vital parts 
of the Election law. If, then, there was 
reason to believe that the political sections of 
the Army Appropriation bill were designed 
to prevent civil authorities from calling upon 
the army in cases where such an appeal 
might be necessary in order to protect Super- 
vigors or otherwise enforce the Election law, 
there is equal ground for belief that the 
present act is designed for the very same 
purpose, and will be used chiefly to that end. 
Unless the President is willing to acquiesce 
in the Democratic scheme for the destruction 
of all National authority over National elec- 
tions, he will be no more willing to approve 
the law now proposed than he was to ap- 
prove an appropriation bill which contained

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBT. 

A year ago Congress passed the bill known 
as the Tuurman act. This law required that 
the several Pacific railroads which were subsi- 
dized in 1864 should maintain 4 sinking fund 
to pay the interest and principal of the Gov- 
ernment bonds loaned to those railroads. 
The law provided that one-quarter of the 


| net earnings of each road should be appro- 


priated as a sinking fund, but stipulated 
that the first-mortgage bonds should have a 
prior lien upon the siting fund. The rail- 
road companies resisted this act. They de- 
nied the power of Congress to peas such 3 
law, it being, as they claimed, a breach of 
contract, and therefore unconstitutional. 
Suits were instituted and decisions in favor 
of the Government were given, and on Mon- 
day the Supreme Court of the United Stateg 
affirmed the decisions of the lower Courts. 
The necessity of the law is shown in the 
fact that these railroads now owe the United 
States nearly $32,000,000 of interest,—that 


is, interest paid by the United States and not 


paid back by the roads, . Here is a statement 
of the account as made up to the Ist of May, 
1879: b

Considering that the United States have 
only a second to secure this debt, 
end that the first and prior lien is for a prin- 
cipal debt of $64,600,000, the necessity for a 
permanent sinking fund to meet this already 


enormous indebtedness is very clear. The 


bonds have fifteen years more to run before 
the principal becomes payable, and, unless 
the companies be made to make some pro- 
vision for payment, the whole debt dae to 
the United States in 1894 will be in the 
neighborhood of $130,000,000, seoured ouly 
by a second mortgage. 

The immediate importance of this decision 
at this time is that it catches about $4,000,- 
000 net esrnings, accrued since the passage 
of the law, and compels it to pass into the 
Treasury of the United States as a sinking 
fund. Had the decision been against the 
law, this sam would have been distributed as 
dividemd among the stockholders. Here- 
after, uniess some weak or corrupt Congress 
shall repeal the law, the public will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the railway 
companies are at least making some pro- 
vision for the payment of the principal and 
interest of their debt to the Government, 
though that has never been the purpose and 
intention of the companies.

Superintendent himself, through the publi- 
cation of a book on Spiritual Communica- 
tions,” from which it appears that during 
the past year, by the instrumertality of his 
son and daughter, he has received communi- 
cations not only from his old friends but 
from all the great men of the past, begin- 
ning with Bos Inczrsoxs’s target of abuse, 
Moses, and ending with Pros IX, Such 
master minds as Pavun, Pr, Careum, 
Snake, Luruer, SWI mona, Franz- 
Lin, Newton, TRZO Donn Parkes, BoxArAArx, 
and Wientworox have come down from 
their far-off hights and related to 
him their regrets for their sublunary 
mistakes, their present experiences, and 
their future expectations, m very bad En- 
glish, and in a style much inferior to that 
which they used while in the flesh, showing 
that the celestial ourrieulum of education is 
sadly in want of experienced teachers and 
well-graded schools, or that the subject is 
altogether neglected. Not only this, these 
master minds, instead of increasing in depth 
and brillianey, seem to be fading out and 
growing imbecile as time goes on in the 
heavenly hights, for mach that they have 
to say is puerile, and still more, with 
all due reverence for these colossal 
ghosts, is bosh and swash. It ig not 
very encouraging for ambitions mortals 
who look forward to the heavenly 
state as one in which they will go on in- 
creasing in knowledge and expanding in 
ideas to diseover from the eommunications 
made to Superintendent Krppne that they 
will be likely to take the back track as soon 
as they commence the heavenly existence, 
with a fair prospect of reaching a lower 
depth of ignorance than they could compass 
in this world, Judged by the communica 
tions in this volume, Sram is a sopho- 
more, Brno a school-boy, and Pos, though 
he has been dead but a few years, is idiotic. 
It is somewhat curions, judging by the 
specimens, that the poets suffer the most in 
this retrograding process. Nearly all of 
them have reached the plane of the Mum 
Myrries and Dorum Dower ss, while Brron 
can hardly cope with the Sweet Singer of 
Michigan in intellectual vigor or rhythmical 
expression, The professors of theology 
and teachers of creeds now engaged 
in propagating their beliefs will also 
be discouraged to learn that their 
predecessors, almost without exception, 
find when they put on immortality thet they 
were diametrically wrong, and that they 
taught just what they ought not to teach. 
For instance, Archbishop Hvucuss, in his in- 
terview with Mr. Kippuz, gets furious in his 
denunciations of himself, and the medium 
says she seemed to see him grinding his 
teeth, clenching his fists, wildly gesticulating 
in the anguish of contrition, and otherwise 
behaying in a very disorderly manner for a 
spirit who we had imagined would oecupy a 
very prominent place with a very large harp. 
The Archbishop says: Pray for me,—your 
counselor from Gop,—and save me, as like- 
wise yourselves, from further painful retro- 
spection. Moreover, belong to the mansions 
of the Loxp, and. not to the apostates of 
Rome or Hell. Remember me in the time of 
war; for I shall be there to throw the Pon- 
tiff of Italy into the gulf of destruction. 
Pray for me always. That is the reality of 
my present state of existence.” Pros IX. is 
in hardly lessdeplorable plight. He, too, was 
another good man gone wrong, for he 
tenderly mourns as follows: Our Roman 
‘Catholic’ Church is quite wrong and unfruit- 
ful in its idolatry ‘and sophistry ; but Gop 
will suffer no man to lose if he does right, 
according to conscience, No man shall suf- 
fer for the King’s or ruler’s pride or mis- 
takes.

THE ENGLISH ARMY-SUPPLY SYSTEM. 

It is reported that the supply departments 
of the English columns at Jellalabad and 
Kandahar, Afghanistan, have completely 
broken down, and that, owing to their in- 
efficiency, the British troops have suffered 
for want ot subsistence, So great bas been 
their failure that the duty of supplying the 
troops has been transferred to other officers. 
If we are not mistaken, one or more of our 
officers, who were sent abroad to inspect the 
military services of other countries, have re- 
ported that the organization of the English 
army in India was as near perfection as pos- 
sible, and these officers have, in each case, 
urgently recommended the adoption of this 
organization for our own service. 

The column at Jellalabad is operating in a 
section of country at not more than seventy 
miles from Peshawer, from which place it 
draws its supplies. That at Kandahar re- 
ceives its stores from Schikapur, Cheipur, 
and otber neighboring places, about 200 
miles distant. The failure of the English 
supply department to transport stores oyer 
such ineonsiderable distances leads us to 
believe that the judgment of our own officers 
who have recommended the adoption of so 
faulty s system for our army is not entitled 
to serious consideration, It very naturally 
suggests to us, also, a comparison of the - 
tem by which our army is supplied. This 
system, the growth of many years’ 
experience on our part, bas never 
failed in furnishing our troops with 
every requisite. Under all ¢cireumstances, 
no matter what obstacles intervened, our 
supply departments have always succeeded 
in providing our soldiers with everything 
they required, and it is owing to their ein- 
ciency that it may be said, our army is bet- 
ter fed, better clothed, and better provided 
with trensportation, than any others. in 
view of these facts, it may very well be sug- 
gested that, when officers of the army are 
again seleeted for military inspection abroad, 
those be sent who have a higher appreciation 
of our own system, and who are better qual- 
ified by experience than those who were 
sent to institute i between it and 
the systems of other obuntries.

He turned 
to a clerk near by, gave the bank-sigual, 
and returned to talk with the custemer, Pink- 
erton’s Agency is directly opposite, and while 
Hill was talking with the man Detective Gil- 
christ touched him and said: “I arrest you for 
sobbery.” The man was short,—not more than 
fve feet six in hight, about 40 years of age, 
with bair turning gray. He was geuteelly dress- 
ed, and appeared like a man of money. He 
offered no resistance, and said his name was 
Henry Hall, and there were no papers upon him 
to show that his statement was untrue. Vice- 
President McLean, of the Manhatten Bank, was 
at once telegraphed to, and also Capts. Linden 
and Burns, and Officer Dorsey, of the New York 
police force, who came on late last evening. 
This morning Hall, as he gave his name, was 
brought before Magistrate Smith for examina- 
tion. He said he ved sometimes in San Fran- 
cisco and sometimes in St. Louis, and that 
he was aspeculator. He had no counsel, and 
did not want any. Capt. Linden testified that 
the bonds that ne had offered for sale were those 
stolen from the Manhattan Bank, and that he 
had taken out a warrant for bis arrest. 
Capt. Burus and McLean, Vice-President of the 
bank, also testified to the robbery, and Hill 
to the fact of the prisoner offering the bonds 
for sale. He was then taken to prison to ‘await 
a requisition from New York. 

When they came to examine him, the New 
York officers identified him as Johnny Dobbs, 
one of the most expert burg lars in the country. 
He is better known as the Commodore, and 
be is an expert mechanic, and one ot the best 
locksmiths zu the police records. He was for a 
loug time au associate of George Howard, who 
was killed on Decoration Day last year. About 
thirtegn years ago he was one of a party at the 
killing of a policeman in Roosevelt street, New 
York. He kept a place at No. 478 Fulton 
street, Brooklyn, that was a resort for such men 
as “Shang Draper,“ Billy Porter, Sheeny 
Nichol,” Little Rosy,“ Jobn Irving, and Jim 
Brady. He was first known in connection with 
the robbery of the Nashua (N. H.) Bank, and 
later in connection with the stealing of the 
bonds of the Reyal Insurance Company. He 
also worked the famous robbery of the Ken- 
sington Bank in this city, which amounted toa 
quarter of a million, he acting with Dutch Hein- 
richs, who was killed by * Reddy the Black- 
smith,“ and Howard, mentioned above. A few 
years later be joined with the same gang in 
a masked robbery of Judge Emmott at 
New Rochelle, New York, after which he 
escaped to Florida. He was captured 
there, but broke jail and was chased by blood- 
hounds into a swamp, whence he escaped to the 
woods. He was soon afterwards canght for the 
robbery of the Nationa! Bank at Carsonville, 
Conn., and did five years’ time at Weathersfield 
for that. He was in Sing Bing for some time for 
the murder of a man in bis saloon. The last 
attempt at law-breaking in which he was known 
to be engaged was the robbery of the Dexter 
Savings Bank, and the murder of Joba Barron, 
Cashier, because be would not give them the 
key of the safe.

THE CHESTER CUP. 

Those interested in the American horses in 
England are doubtless aware that to-day one of 
the principal spring events, the Chester Cup, is 
to be run, and that the favorite is Mr. Lori 
lard's horse Parole, on whom, at last accounts, 
the betting was 7 to 4 against. The second 
favorite is Lord Roseberry's Touchet, who won 
the Lincoln Handicap not long ago, and agamst 
whom 5 to 1 is offered. In consequence of his 
recent victories at Newmarket and Epsom, 
Parole will carry 124 pounds to-day, while 
Touchet“ weight is 126 pounds. As the Lincoln 
Handicap is held by English turfmen to be 
abont on a par with the City and Suburban, 
won by Parole, the race today is looked 
upon as a run-off between Parole and 
Touchet. ‘The Lincoln Handicap was a 
mile, the City and Suburban a mile and a half, 
while the Chester Cup is a mile and three-quar- 
ters. The Cup was established in 1824, when it 
was won by Doge of Venice, a 6-year-old, who 
carried 128 pounds. In 1857 and 1859 the winner 
was Leamington, the sire of Parole, and this 
fact lends an additional interest to the contest 
to-day. The race is run at Chester, one of the 
oldest towns in England.

The fight on Wilson’s House bill (838) was 
resumed this morning on the opening of the ses- 
sion, by Mileham, who claimed it was a bad bill, 
and ought to be killed. This measure is en- 
titled An act to regulate the practice of 
pharmacy in the State of IIitnols.“ The bill 
provides that none but registered pharmacists 
shall be allowed to sell poisons. The registered 
pharmacist is required to be examined by the 
State Board of Heaith, after four years’ ex- 
perience in a stere where the prescriptions of 
medical practitioners are compounded. The 
Secretary of the State Board of Health 
is required to keep a book for registra- 
tion at the office of the State Board 
of Health, and to ascertain, from time to 
time, the course of instruction pursued at 
schools or colleges of pharmacy in this State. 
The adulteration of drugs is made a misde- 
meanor. The bill makes it unlawful ſor drug- 
gists to sell poisons without causing to be 
made an entry in a book kept for that purpose 
only. The motion to strike out the enacting 
clause of this bili was lost, and the bill was 
advanced to the order of third reading. 

HENRY. 

Senate bill 66, making an appropriation for 
the per diem and traveling expenses of the 
Committee to investizate the damages caused 
by the construction of the dams at Henry, on 
the Illinois River, and at New Haven, on the 
Little Wabash River, was passed this morning. 

FARKS. 


Collins’ Park bill (848) was taken up out of 
its order and passed. The bill provides that 
the South Town of Chicago sball remain for 
rark as now. Ihe second section pro- 
vides that the question of forming park-tax dis- 
tricts out of the towns of North and West Chi- 
cago may be submitted toa vote of the people 
of those towns, and also provides the requisite 
machinery for ascertaining the desires of the 
people by an election. The effect ol the bill, if 
it becomes a law, and the proper steps are 
taken thereunder, will be to permit the cunsolli- 
dation of the three townsbips in Chicago with- 
out destroying the harmony and efficiency of the 
present park systems. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Masod moved that all the pending Appropria- 
tion bills be made the special order for to-mor- 
row alternoon at 2:30 o’cleck, in the order ia 
which they stood upon the calendar. He be- 
lieved it for the interest of the people that they 
be taken up at once. 

Wentworth noticed that Mason was nota 
member of the Committee on Appropriations. 
He thought that the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations should be able to give 
any information desired, and that when the bills 
were ready to act upon he would give the House 
due notice, so that they might be acted on. He 
thought the numbers of the bills should be giv- 
en, and the order in which they would be taken 
up. The House would then have an opportuni- 
ty of examining them. 

Mitcbell, Chairman of the Committee on Ad- 
propriations. stated that the Committee had a 
number of bills in their hands, and that they 
were doing all they could to get them back to 
the House. It was not always convenient to 
take them up it the order in which they appear- 
ed on the calendar of the House, 

Mason said it bad been reported on the floor 
of the House, aud talked outside, that the Ap- 
propriation bills were being held back for the 
purpose of giving other bills a chance, and, 
also, to force them all through without suffi- 
cient time to discuss them. He did not believe 
the Committee was encouraging any such plan, 
but be dia believe that some eflort ought to be 
made to get these bills forward. ' 

Hopkins thought the numbers of the biils and 
the order in which they would be taken up 
should be given to the House, 

Mitchell stated that he would send a list of 
them to the Clerk’s desk to be read for the in- 
formation of the House. He had intended to 
make the motion himself that these bills be 
made a special order, and he wished the order 
continued until the list was cxbausted. The 
bills were made the special order lor to-morrow 
at 11 o'clock. 

GARNISHMENTS. 

Wrigut's bill (74) fer an act to revise and eu- 
lerge the law in relation to garnishments in 
Justices’ Courts was passed. This bill provides 
that whenever a judgment shall be rendered by 
any Justice of the Peace in any county of this 
State, and not appealed from, and an 
execution against the defendant in such 
judgment sball be returned by the prop- 
er officer, /*‘no property found,” it shall 
and may be lawful for the plaintiff, nis agent or 
attorney, to file a transcript of said judgment 
(including the issuing and return of said execu- 
tion), properly certified to by the Justice of the 
Peace before whom said jucgment was obtained 
by a certificate of the County Clerk of the 
county where the Justice resides,—with any 
other Justice of the Peace of any other county 
in this State, and the same to be spread upon 
his docket,—and the same proceedings in regard 
to garnishment had thereop that might have 
been had before the Justice who rendered the 
original Judgment. But one satisfaction shall 
be had; and if the Justice of the Peace to 
whom said transcript shall be sent shal! render 
a judgment against any hee summoned 
according to law, and if said Judgment shall be 
whoily or in part satisfied, then the Justice of 
the Peace shail so certify such fact to the Justice 
of the Peace who rendered the origina! judg- 
ment, aud the same entered upon his docket as 
to what amount hasbeen paid on said judg- 
ment; and, if wholly paid, then both dockets 
shall shuw such fact. 

KILLED. 

Sexton’s House bill (20), entitled an act in re- 
gard to practice before Justices of the Peace, 
was lost. 

WAREHOUSES. 

Secrist’s bill (562) to regulate warehouses and 
the inspection of grain was passed. This bill 
requires that warehousemen shall report from 
time to time now much grain has gone out of 
their warehouses, bow much has been received, 
aud how much there is in their bins at a certain 
time of the year. The object of the measure is 
to prevent warehousemen from issuing certifi- 
cates for grain where they don't have the grain. 

VOTING FOR LITTLE JOKERS. 

House Bill 775, introduced by the Judiciary 
Committee, amendatory of Sec. 40 of the 
law in relation to counties, approved March 381, 
1874, was passed. This law provides that when 
the County Board of any county shall deem it 
necessary to issue county bonds to enable them 
to perform any of the duties imposed upon 
them by law, they may, by an order, entered of 
record, specifying the amount of bonds required, 
amd the object for which they are to be issued, 
submit to the legal voters of their county, at 
any general election, the question of issuing 
such county bonds. The amount of the bonds 
so issued shall nut exceed, including the then 
existing indebtedness of the county, 5 
per cent on the value of such tax- 
able property of such county, as ascer- 
tained by the assessment for the State and 
couuty tax for the prec rear. Said vote 
shall be by ballot, on which i be written or 
printed, For county bonds,“ or “ Against 
county bonds,“ and if a majority of the votes at 
such election on that quest shall be For 
county bonds,” such County Board shall be 
aytborized to issue such bonds of not less than 
$25 nor more than $1,000 each, payable, respect- 
ively, in not less than one mor more than twenty 
years, with interest payable annually, at the 
rate of not more than 8 per cent per annum. 

SCALPERS. 

House. Bill 736 is popularly knuwn as the 
“Scalpers’ act.“ It was introduced by Pear- 
son, repealing the bill preventing the sale of 
railroad tickets passed by the General Assembly 
of 1875.

As to the 
skillet story. it was untrue; she did not throw 
it at her husband. She left the house to visit a 
veighbor, and he, being in liquor, followed and 
struck her. 

W bile the chances seem to be in favor of Mrs. 
Muliin’s recovery, she is said to be very 8 
hurt. She was struck three times —on the head, 
back, and arm. Her skull is believed to be 
cracked, though there are no indications of com- 
pression of the brain; and one of her wrists is 
broken.

The daughter, Miss Jobanga, aged 18, for 
whom Mullin said his wife wanted to get the 
property, stated that the story about his being 
worth $3,000 was false; all he had was debts. 
He was very abusive to her mother and herself 
when drunk, which he had been latteriy very 
often. Once be stabbed Miss Johanna in the 
wrist, and he bad repeatedly beaten her mother 
and driven them out of the house. The rumpus 
Monday nicht was caused by Mrs. Mullin retus- 
ing to give him money to buy whisky. 

Mullin was seen in the jail in the afternoon, 
and was very communicative, thinking, per- 
haps, that the reporter was a sympathetic vis- 
itor. He was in bis shirt-sleeves, aud com- 
plained of being cold, wanting some one to 
fetch a coat from the house, where be had 
three. His appearance showed that he had 
been on a spree, but be denied having drank 
more than once Monday, aud claimed that he 
wus not iatoxicated when arrested.

The 
wealth of wavy black hair which is generally so 
earefully and poetically brushed back was dis- 
ordered and mussed. It looked as though it 
had once stood on end at the sight of some 
midnight atrocity in the jail, and had then 
collapsed, each particular hair following the 
bent of its own fanc in the matter 
of arrangement. His linen lacked the 
essentiais,—whiteness and freshness,—and his 
outer garments looked as though their owner 
had siept in them over night in the sawdust- 
covered floor of a basement beer-saloon. Gray, 
however, did not lack composure. His respite 
from the annoyance of curious persons and ber- 
sistent interviewers had enlivened his every 
movement and brightened his wild black eyes.

1 Buffalo Vesselmaa Rushes on ‘Change and 
Takes Throe Cents on Cora. 


Sailors’ Wages, and Matters of Interest 
from Lake Ports. 


VESSEL-MEN ON THE WAR-PATH. 


Vessel-owners, agents, and masters, and 
others interested in the lake marine were pretty 
thoroughly stirred up yesterday afteruoon on 
learning that Mr. James Asb, of Buffalo, con- 
troller of the steam-barge Fletcher and consort 
Ironton, bad chartered those crafts to Armour 
& Co., to carry 80,000 bu of corn to Buffalo at 
Sc per bu, le less than the Association rate. A 
perfect storm of indignation was raised, and Mr. 
Ash was the subject of it all. The circumstances 
under which the engagement was made was talked 
over in marine circles generally, and a crowd of 
vessel-masters and owners that happened to 
come together on the corner of Washington 
and La Salle streets late in the afternoon ex- 
pressed itself freely and unequivocally. Messrs. 
Atkius & Beckwith had had the vessels ip ques- 
tion in their hands to charter, according to the 
vessel- men's story, and nad steadily held out 
for Association rates. Yesterday morning Mr. 
Ash arrived from Buffalo, and, through the 
courtesy of Capt. Beckwith, was admit- 
ted on the floor of the Board 
of Trade, along with Capt. Graves of the Fletwch- 
er, and introduced tosome of the gentlemen, 
shippers among others. Shortly afterwards it 
was rumored that the Fletcher and ber consort 
had beeu put in at 3c on cern to Buffalo. Capt. 
Beckwith informed Mr. Ash that ois firm would 
not have anything todo with the chartering of 
the vessels at a less rate than the established 
one, Ae on corn to Buffalo,—and that gevtieman 
gave him to understand that he had 
not put them in on Change, 
but after the meeting. It appears, 
also, that ine geutieman trom the other end 0 
the line bad given the agents to understand 
that he was going to send his vessels to Mar- 
quette for a cargo of iron ore for Cleveland, 
having a season contract to carry ore, and that 
be talked with Mr. Armour on Change, and 
presumably made a dicker with that gentleman 
for the chartering of the vessels above named. 
Some doubts were expressed as to whether the 
engagement had been made, but Mr. Armour 
settied the matter by saying that be had taken 
the vessels at ge on corn to Buffalo. 

The sudden and unexpected cutting of the 
rates by Mr. Ash was soon learned of by the 
vessel-owners, and a meeting of the Board vf 
Directors of the Chicago Board of Vessel- 
Owners was called and held in the committee- 
room of tne Board of Trade. The matter was 
discussed, and the circumstances attending the 
engagement inquired mto. It was not con- 
sidered that the engagement would affect the 
freight-market materially,—it was only a drop 
in the bucket,—but it was thought best to bave 
an understanding of the business, and place the 
responsibility where it belonged. it was said 
that Mr. Ash was not a member of the Inland 
Vessel-Owners’ Association of the Western 
Lakes, and the vessels be controlled and chart- 
ered were the property of a mining company. 
The whole situation was pretty thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and the rates recently established on a 
basis of 4c on corn to Buffalo were reaffirmed. 

In the evening it was ascertained by some 
owners and masters that Mr. Ash had a control- 
ling interest in Hand’s line of tugs at buffalo,— 
the Bryant, Dayton, and Prerce,—and telegrams 
were sent requesting vessel-owuers and masters 
whose craft were in the Inland Association not 
to patronize Mr. Ash’s tugs under any circum- 
stances, because of the alleged bad faith in 
which be acted in cutting the carrying rate on 
corn. Ihe tugmen here were also consulted, 
and, as far as could be ascertained, all ot them 
agreed that they would not tow the Fletcher 
nor her consort if they required any towing. 
Trimmers were also conferred with, and most 
of them declared they would not trim the ves- 
sels, though there were one or two who said the 
matter of freight was none of their affair, and 
they were pot to take the rate into considera- 
tion in making their bargains. 

Thus it will be seen that the cut caused a great 
flurry among tbe vessel-men, and Mr. Ash has 


been the butt of much severe comment and a 


good deal of opposition. He will probably be 
injured most in losing the towing of vessels at 
Buffalo. 


‘sere were no other grain charters made yes- 
terday besides that-above mentioned. Shippers 
on Change bid 3c on corn to Buffalo, but ves- 
sel-owners and agents held“ firmly for 4c, the 
Association figure.

NORTH SIDE SERVICES. | 

The opening services of Whittle and Mc- 
Granaban, the evangelists; in this eity, were 
held at the Lincoln Park Congregational Chufch 
last evening. The attendance was quite large, 
the various churches in that locality being well 
represented, The exercises commenced with 
singing and prayer, by the evangelists, very 
much after the style of Pentecost and 
Stebbins, whose labors were 80 signaily 
successful here some weeks ago.

If we believed in Him we certainiy would be- 
lieve in His ee We needed the iaith ‘of 
the child, and to believe in God as the child be- 
Heved in his father or teacher. eltus did 
not know God nor yet believe in Him until 
Peter preached His pame and told the story of 
the Cross, and Paul's success in the cause of 
Christ was in the fact that he preach- 
ed a persona God, and bore testimony 
to his works and power to forgive sin. Phili 
preached a personal God also, aud . 
nothing but if we believed, we should 
be saved; but we should believe hot with a con- 
tession of the mouth alone, but with a belief in 
the heart, just as the child betieved ‘his father 
in asking for information on matters of which 
he knew nothing. We could no: believe, how- 
ever, except through the mind, tbrogch think- 
ing, and a diligent etudy of the Bible, for 
this was the starting-point, The truth had to 
first come through the mind, and the Bible 
presented it, but an intellectual eoncepti 
was not a belief, for the devils believed d 
trembled, ‘The truth persuaded the heart to 
believe, but we had to believe to thé extent of 
committing ourselves to Him,—to allow Him to 
do for us what He came to do, —to save us. 
We heard of a sayings bank, but it was not un- 
til we had faith in its management that we 
committed our money to its keeping. This was 
a crude form of faith. 

We neard of Christ, of religion, of the church, 
but we did pot believe, dia not Rave faith, 
until we believed His word and committed 
our all to His keeping. We took 
the bank officer’s word that our money was on 
deposit when inquiring for it. We never saw 
the money, but, having faith in the officer’s 
word, we went away contented. So should we 
take the word of God. This was belief and 
faith, and unbelief was sin. It was not neces- 
sary, be went on to say, speaking of the unbe- 
liever, to spit in God's face, to crucify an evan- 
gelist, or stone a Stephen to mark us as enemies 
of Christ. Our failure to Ferre Him was unbe- 
lief, and was saying He had never arisen from 
the dead, or denying the testimony of God, and 
making Him a liar, No greater sin could be 
committed. We couia not justify ourselves 
before God if we rejected His . testimony 
and harbored doubts.

THE LAKE SHORE. 

The annual report of the operations of the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad for 
the fiscal year ending Dec. 31, 1878, made its ap- 
péarance yesterday, and is full of interesting 
statistics. The capita) stock of the consolidated 
Company is $50,000,000, of which $533,500 is 
guaranteed. Of the common stock the Com- 
pany owns $265,400, which is credited up among 
the assets in the balance sheet. The bonded in- 
debtedness on the first day of this year was 
$35,500,000, a decrease of $250,000 as compared 
with a year previous. It bears 7 per cent inter- 
est. The Company operates the following mile- 
age:

CHICAGO AND KANSAS CITY. 
To the Editor of The Tridune, 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., April 27.—Althongh never 
heavily interested in the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road as a stockholder, I have for years watched 
its management and success, and, while from 
the high and conservative character of its man- 
agers whom I knew to be, heavy stockholders 
in the corporation, 1 was ready to indorse any 
expenditure they deemed necessary for the im- 
provement of the road, I have always until the 
present week doubted the expediency of the 
extension of the road from Mexico to Kansas 


City, some 162 miles. 

With facilities for observation denied a large 
majority of ite stockholders, the managers of 
the road have witnessed the immense develop- 
ment of Kansas and other territory west of its 
old terminus, and bave felt the necessity 
of a line allowing competition in carry- 
ing thither the immense immigration 
which is even now in its infancy, and 
bringing Eastward the products. which would 
most surely follow the development of the im- 
mense territory of fertile soil awaiting the plow- 
man and stock-raiser. Even when standing at 
the depots in this city, witnessing the arrival 
and departure of trains, ope cannot fail to be 
now impressed with the magnitude of the de- 
mands upon the railways; but only deep calcu- 
lation and extended observation of the immense 
territory west of this city, and its capacities, can 
appreciate the demands that will be made upon 
them within the next five years to carry west- 
ward the emigrants and supplies for their ne- 
cessities, and return to Eastern markets the re- 
sults of their industries, and the stock grown 
upon its mighty pruiries. 

Realizing the immense benefit which would 
result to the Chicago & Alton Railroad in hay- 
ing a direct line of their own from Chicago to 
Kansas City, the great receiving and distribatin 
point for this immense Western territory, an 
realizing the fact that it could never compete 
successfully without a through line ot its own, 
about a year ago the road commenced the build- 
ing of alive from its old western terminus, 
Mexico, Mo., to this city, and it has been 
completed, and yesterday Chicago and Kansas 
City were joined anew by the completion of the 
magnificent steel bridge across the Missouri 
Rives at Glasgow. 

1 had the good fortune to be present at the 
completion of this immense specimen of man’s 
ingenuity, aud was kindly invited by Gen. W. 
Sooy Smith, the engineer in charge of its con- 
struction, to ride over it upon the first engine 
that crossed it. 

It is really the Whipple truss bridge, and the 
only large bridge in the world built entirely of 
steel. Looking at it from Baw town or bluff, it 
seemcd like g slender network stretched across 
the river, simply to be adfmired for its beauty of 
design and symmetry/of proportions. About 
3,600 feet long from beginning to ending of 
trestlework, it has fiv¢ spans each 314 feet long, 
and so high above bigh watet-mark as to require 


no draws for shipping. 

Gen. Smith had to forty-seven feet below 
the bed of the river do find bed-rock for one of 
the piers, and into this he blasted and secured a 
leper and solid foundation. Bed-rock was 
reached for the remaining piers with less 
digging. Even at a distance one can imagine 
the ingenuity and resolution demanded to dig 
such a foundation for this pier through forty- 


seven feet of soil and rock, all covered by many 


feet of a vigorous current of water. At the first 
test of its strength an eee one flat car, aud 
the Directors’ car loaded with men, in all about 
100 tons in weight, caused u deflection of only 
1 80-100, 1 56-100, 1 75-100, 1 60-100, and 1 55-100 
of an finch deflection between each pier. 

Gen. Smith staked his reputation that the de- 
flection would not reach two inches for any 
span, and he was not only sustained by the test, 
but the wonderful 1 of the deflections 
is a striking testimonv to bis ability as an 
engineer. e stopped over the middie of the 
river and partook of a substantial lunch, and 
drank to the bealth of the managers of the road, 
represented on this occasion by President Black- 
stone, General Manager MeMullin, President 
Straut, of the Jacksonville Road, and the 
engineer of the bridge, Gen. Smith. It was 
afterward subjected to a test of 350 tons, and 
then pronounced by Gen. Smith to be strong 
enough tosustain the weight of every car that 
could be put upon it. 

Gen. Smith had previously constructed three 
bridges upon this same river, at Omaha, Boone- 
ville, and Leavenworth, and he uvhesitatingly 
pronounces this the finest, firmest, and most 
permanent structure of them all. His estimate 
of its cost was §436,000. President Blackstone 
told him to add $14,000 for extras, and the re- 
sult shows the cost a trifle less than President 
Biackstone’s estimate. The formal opening of 
the bridge was a great event to the people of 
the town and vicinity, who covered the biuffs to 
witness the crossing of the train, and Gen. 
Smith bad been a thousand times assured by 
the people of the surrounding country that the 
slender network of steel be was extending 
across the river would never sustain the strains 
to which it must be subjected, and doubtless 
many a one looked with real fear as the train 
crossed over, and expected to see us all landed 
in the Missouri beneath: but when they saw the 
last mighty train go safely over it, and the 
bridge show no more tremulousness than when 
simply bearing its own weight, they felt a sense 
of relief, and concluded the managers knew 
what they were about, and had constructed 
something amply able to meet any and all de- 
mands ever to be made upon it. And, although 
built when labor and material were very low, 
when I saw and heard of the obstacles which 
had to be met and overcome in ite building, I 
can hardly conceive how it could have been so 
cheaply completed, in comparison with the cost 
of the other large bridges of the country which 
bave come within my observation. I consider 
it a triumph of architectural and mechanical 
skill, and without its equal in every regard in 
the country. ) 

At poon the train started for Kansas City, 
108 miles. I was invited to go, and was given 
a position upon the rear of the car where I 
could witness the construction of the road and 


bridges and depots, and see the towns just com- 


mencing along the route, ahd the surroundi 
country. Every bridge is of iron or steel, an 
the road is so thoroughly’ constructed in all re- 
cannot zee where scarce- 
nse of repairs will be de- 
or the next ten years, 
for additional improvemen except 
for depots, as new towns grow up, or in provid- 
ing adaitional facilities for the accommodation 
of the increasing business of the road. I have 
never witnessed a road so heavily and thickly 
covered with ties; but, as the steel rails were the 
chief item of expense, this was deemed an eco- 
nomical expenditure. It is mostly fenced with 
barbed wire, with five strands, and oak posts 
every sixteen feet. Depots have been con- 
structed with an eye to beauty and economy,— 
the same building in many instances containing 
ticket office, ladies’ gentlemen’s rooms, 
reight, and for the accommodation of 
the family of the station agent overhead; and 
when the cost of many of these structures was 
given me, I could not but wonder at the little 
expense at which all these combinations of ac- 
commodation had been cons There

IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 
Spectal Oorrespondence of The Tribune. 

Dus Mornzs, [a., May 5.—For several years 
a gap of about twelve miles, between Aldia and 
Moulton, has prevented a direct St. Louis con- 
néction with Central Iowa, and a Southern out- 
let for the Central Raiiroad of Iowa. Recently 
efforts have been made to close up this gap; 
and it is now stated on good authority that 
responsible companies bave agreed to iron, 
bridge, ard eutvert che entite distance, if the 
people will furnish the right-of-way and grad- 
ing, which they are willing to do. In fact, 
nearly half the grading is already done, and 
half the right-of-way furnis&ted. The Central 
Road leases twenty miles of trackage from the 
Keokuk & Des Moines Road, and reaches its 
southern terminus via Ottumwa, a distance of 
fifty-nine miles. With this gap closed, it will 
shorten the distance thirty-one miles. It is an 
important move for the Central, which, bei 
in the bands of the Courts, can build no — 
It will also give this city a direct St. Louis con- 
nection. 

The fast trains talked of a lew days since by 
the Iowa pool lines are held in abeyance pend- 
ing certain contingencies in connection with the 

abash at Peoria. It appears that the Wabash 
has pone cae oo Donan from Peo- 
ria, by so arrang ts as to get passen- 
gers to New York and other Eastern points sev- 
eral hours sooner than was dove by some of the 
pool-lines via Chicago.

THE FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT. 


The decision of Judge McAllister vesterday on 
the question of the right of the city to condemn 
property for public improvement, which is given 
in another column, will be very important in its 
effects. It applies especially and with peculiar 
force to, the long dispute between the city and Mr. 
Fullerton in reference to the right of the former 
to condemn land upon whicn to erect the build- 
ings and machinery to put into operation the 
Fullerton avenue conduit. The decision gives 
the city the right to condemn the property in 
question, and since the contract for the 
building and machinery has been let, and the 
money is in the Treasury to pay for the same, 
the work will be pushed at once if there is no 
further legal hair-splitting. If commenced at 
once the Commissioner of Public Works esti- 
mates that it can be completed early in August, 
and the conduit putin operation.

be greatly improved, and that there will no 
longer be the cause for complaint about the im- 
purity of the water and the foul odors of that 
section that there now is, The works will 
de so constructed that the North Branch 
can be pumped into the lake, or the pure water 
from the lake into the North Branch, forcing 
the impure water into the South Branch, and 
from thence into the canal, leaving the main 
river almost stagnant, or at least in a less satis- 
factory condition than it now is.

From Our Own Correspondent, 

Warernrroor, Tensas Parish, La., May 2 
The good steamer Natchez, Capt. Tom Leathers 
io command, bore me to Davis’ Bend Tuesday 
night. The Natchez once had the reputation of 
being a fast boat. She made the celebrated race 
with the Lee, and was glorified by not being so 
badly beaten as sbe might have been. But the 
Natebez was not on her mettle during my too 
jong acquaintance with ber. Having to wait for 
4 railroad connection the next morning, she 
floated down the river at about the rate of Capt. 
Paul Boyton in drowsy moments. The trip 
from Vicksburg, including two stops for wood, 
occupied six hours. This brought us to the 
landing opposite Davis’ Island at 1 o'clock in 
the morving. Theu a journey of two miles by 
skiff, through underbrusb, had to be made; and 
st 2 in the morning Ursino came in sight. This 
js the ‘residence of Thornton Monigomery, a 
colored gentleman and planter of means, of 
whom something will be said furtner on. 

DAVIS’ BEND is NOW AN ISLAND. 

The old maps, and even some of the new ones, 
exhibit the river as making a-great curve at this 
point, twenty miles below Vicksburg, cutting 
out a peninsula of 10,000 to 12.000 acres. Boats 
passing up the river on one side of the isthmus 
that joined this peninsula to the mainland used 
to hail boats on the other side, with whistles, at 
the distance of a half or quarter of a mile. But 
the trip around the peninsula by water was 
twenty-five miles. The river people thought it 
was a pity to waste so many precious bours—in 
the aggregate, precious years—in that trip, when 
a cut might be made across. Planters above and 
below also wished a cut-off; thinking that it 
would make the current more rapid, and so pro- 
tect their lands from overflow. Incendiary 
attempts to help the river in narrowing the 
isthmus were discovered and punished. 

Joseph Davis, the owner of the most 

valuable part of the peninsula, induced 

the Legislature to make it a penal offense for 
any person to assist the river in this way. Mr. 
Davis managed to protect the peninsula as long 
as be had control of it. But, after the War, it 
was u Gepotforfreedmen. It is said that Gen. 
Grant had partially dug a canal across the isth- 
mus. At any rate, the incendiaries had things 
their own way under Gen. Howard, if they did 
not have assistance from him. Holes were 
drilled across, and blasts fired, and in 1867 the 
Mississippi rushed through and left Davis’ Bend 
island,—the old river about it becoming a 
lake with scarcely a perceptible current. The 
cut-off, when accomplished, was a benefit to 
river-navigation; but the increased current did 
not prevent overflows, as some of the planters 
boped would be the case, The river tore sev- 
era! valuable plantations in pieces, eating away 
the bank in buge mouthfuls, and making laud 
on the other side. Those who lost land lost it 
sbsolutely, und those who made it could do 
nothing with their accretions, which will not be 
valuable as cotton-lands for many years. One 
of the prombters of the cut-off, it is said, 
was ruined by it, aud many others were

situated on this old peninsula, gave the name 
to the Bend. Joseph Davis, an elder brother of 
Jefferson, entered the land—3,900 acres iu ali— 
under the United States law, about fiity years 
ago. He had slaves and other property in- 
herited from his father, and all he had he put 
in this spot, which was then a wilderness. He 
cleared up a large part of the land. and planted 
it. ‘Then he offered Jefferson Davis the use of 
700 to 800 acres of land,—the portion not well 
under cultivation,—on condition that he would 
leave the army and settle down. Joseph was 
twenty-years older than Jefferson, felt 
toward him more as a father than a 
brother, and wished to see him established in 
life. Jefferson accepted the offer. His brother 
helped him to clear the land, gave him slaves, 
lent him money to build, and set him up in 


- business. Jefferson did well with the property, 


improved it, and made a living out of it. He 
went into political life, and was away much of 
the time; but in his absence his brother took 
care of the property.

When 
questioniéd, as he was pretty closely, in regard 
to the Brierfield property, which was supposed 
belong to the ex-President of the Copfedera- 
cy, Joseph Davis said simply. is in 
anh ant proved it was so. On this ground, 
this ground alone, he recovered Brierfield as 
well as Hurricane. Through all the history of 
tue land he acted as the guardian of his broth- 
er's interests and richts. While Jeff Davis was 
in prison, Joseph Davis sold the whole property 
for $300,000 in gold to the Montgomerys, bis 
slaves. The sale was conditional 
the approval of Jefferson Davis.

Under the de- 
cision Jeff Davis took back Brierfield, and, out 
of his brother’s grandchildren’s property, as 
much land as would make another Brierlield. 
So that Jefferson now has half of ail the old 
Davis property, instead of one-quarter as betore 
the War; and. the grandchildren of Jo Davis 
bave only one-half, instead of two-thirds. 
THE MONTGOMERYS. 

Thornton Montgomery, a colored man about 
85 years ot age, lives at Ursino, near the cut-off. 
The Ursino 4 op about 1,200 
acres, Was sold Dy Joseph Davis many years ago 
to Robert T. Woods, aud by bim sold to the 
Montgomerys. The sale of Hurricane and 
Brierfield to the Montgomerys was pripr to this. 
It was made in 1866. Both pla included 
about 4,000 acres. Joseph Davis valued them 
at $300,000, or an average of $75 per acre. Cot- 


ton was then selling at $150 to $200 a bale. The 


Montgomerys were given ten years’ time, and as 
much louger as they 8 they con- 
tinued to pay the interest. Davis lived four 
years after the sale, or until 1870. Daring these 
years the interest at 6 per cent in gold. $18,000, 
was promptiy paid. There were then three 
Montgomervs,—the old man, Ben, ahd his two 
sons, Thornton and Isaiah. They wete reported 
to be enormously wealthy, and at one 
time were $200, ahead. But, about the 
time of Joseph Davis’ death, the price 
of cotton fell heavily; and the price 
of producing it did not fall in proportion. The 
Montgomerys applied for easier terms, accord- 
ing to the directions of the will. As cotton was 
not worth half what it had been, they thought 
the full reduction of one-half in the principal 
should be made. But the executors, with Jeff 
Davis (who all along has been the Satan in this 
Paradise) at their bead. refused to make the de- 
sired concessions. They yielded only one-sixth 
instead of one-half. The Montgomerys tried to 
carry along the interest of $15,000 ber annum, 
but could notdoso. They got a farther re- 
duction of a thousand or two, and then threw 
the whole contract up, as Jeff Davis fesired aud 
expected them todo. Thus the really benevo- 
lent designs of Joseph Davis toward his eman- 
cipated slaves were defeated. Meanwhile 
they had purchased the Ursino 1 
tion of Robert T. Woods for 8575, 000. It 
was incumberea for $30,000, and taday is not 
worth the incumbrauce. The 2 
owing partly to their bad management a 
partly to dad luck, are now * worth any- 
thing, th@ugh they have a plantation of 2,400 
acres, and produce 1,200 to 1,500 bales of cotton 
annually. ‘Their misfortunes are largely due 
to their lfberality in dealing with their laborers. 
In one year, 1874, they lost $30,000 in bad debts 
contracted for advances to their negroes; and 
they have lost considerably every year since. 
.Tbe Montgomerys are a very remarkable 
family. The old man, Ben, who died a year or 
two ago, and who was the origine! Durchaser 
of the property, was Joseph Davis’ wonfidential 
friend and adviser; and the sale of Brierfield 
and Hurricane was made to him with the ex- 
pectation be Would pay for it, make him- 
self and'\at the same time provide for the 
heirs. son Isaiah, though he has never 
been to school, is the best accountant in the 
Mississippi ley, and can set copy, it is said, 
for any white man ever seen here. The other 
son, Thornton, has never been to school, but has 
taught himself to read and write, is familiar with 
the current literature of the day, and is an 
eeable talker. His manners are better than 
those of nineteen-twentieths of the white men 
at the North; but be has to ride in the texas 
here, and take a back seat in all public places. 
The gentiemen who know him, however, have a 
thorough respect for him. The Montgomerys 
age all black meu, not mulattoes. ‘ 
THE EXODUS FROM THE ISLAND, 


strange to say, affected the Montgemerys more 
than any other planters. Many of their laborers 
are heavily iu debt to them fur supplies, and 
these ran away. They soon found, however, 
that they had madea mistake in leaving such 
masters, and telegraphed back word from Kan- 
sas City that they would return if anybody 
would go to fetchthem. Issiah Montgomery 
went for them, and, when I was on the Island, 
he sent word to bave places prepared for fifty- 
nine. With this complement, the island has all 
the labor it needs, except for Capt. Mitchell’s 
ground, 500 acres in all, Which is bardly 
cultivated at all this year. Maj. Haman has 
1,000 acres, largely cultivated by laborers hired 
at 350 cents each a day, without beard. 
COL. LOVELL 

has a plantation of 2,900 acres on the Island. 
He has reduced the prices for supplies on credit 
this year very much below last year’s cash 
prices, and in this way has removed much of the 
dissatisfaction. Col. Lovell’s place is entirely 
outside of the Davis property. 

The Island has never been molested by bull- 
dozers. It cast more than 400 votes for Hayes 
and seven for Tilden. It contains’ some of the 
best cotton-land in the South, and the average 
yield of it is estimated thus:

Beside this, more than enough corn 1s raised 

to feed the stock; and all the inbabitants grow 
vegetables for their own use. 

The pian of bjring labor at 50 cents a day, 
without board, bas been found very satisfactory 
for planters. When board is inclutied the wages 
are $9 to 810 a month. It has been estimated 
by Col. Lovell that a variation of à cent a pound 
in the price of cotton must be made equivalent 
to a variation of $1 month in the wages of labor 
hired and fed. Hence. if cotton js nine cents a 
pound, the wages must be $9 a month; if 10 
cents, $10; and soon. The cost ef getting cot- 
ton to market and selling it trom the Island, 
commissions included, is about seyen-eighths of 
a cent a pound. 

All the laborers seemed to be bappy and 
cheerful. I heard them everywhere singing in 
the fields. If the rest of the South were like 
Davis’ Bend, nothing would be beard of disturb- 
ances among the negroes, and there probably 
would have been no negro exodus,

THE TODD TRAGEDY. 


A Methodist Minister Mardered for Preach- 
ing to Negroes—Hunted with Dogs 
Through Brush and Brier—The Statement 
of the Rev. J. d. Pollard, Presiding Elder 
of the Little Rock District, Arkansas, 

St. Bouts Central Christian Advocate. Aprti 30. 

The Rev. W. M. Todd was appointed by 
Bishop Andrews to the Brinkley Circuit, Feb. 24, 
1879. Reaching his work soon after, he wrote 
about March 12, desiring me to come at once, 
bold his quarterly meeting, and assist him iu or- 
ganizing; for, owing to misrepresentations and 
the threats of white men, the colored people 
were unwilling to join the church without they 
could see the Presiding Elder. For the white 
people said Brother Todd was not sent there to 
preach, and that he soon would leave; and that 
they bad a way of getting rid of men who came 
ſrom the North to preach to the colored people. 

Il reached his work March at. meeting him at 
Brinkley. We staid there that night, but left 
next morning. and returned on the following 
Sunday afternoon. 1 preached at nignt, we 
took breakfast at the hotel in the morning, and 
then went to the country, but returned the next 
day, March 25, and preached at night. The 
congregation consisted of about equal numbers 
of white and colored. Among the whites were 
the Marshal of the town, a Mr. Kelly, and a 
Justice of the Peace, Mr. Bannor. We held 
service the following nicht. After services, as 
we were passing along the streets with a part 
of the congregation, among others a Mr. Pas- 
cal, of Duvail’s Bluff, as we reached the busi- 
ness and central part of town we saw two men 
who seemed watching us. Not desiring to 
come in contact with men who looked so sus- 
picious at that late hour of night, we passed on 
across the main strect. But they ran around 
ahead, and soon came up in front of us 
and one of them called, Parson,“ to which f 
replied. Who are yout What will vou bave? 
Are you. civil officers? We are nubody but 
Methodist preachers.”” One of them, who after- 
ward gave his name as Kelly, the City Marshal, 
said, “told up your bands?’ both of them 
— their pistols at us. He then said to 

is Deputy, “Search them for weapons.“ Of 
course they found none. 

I said, “ What authority have you for doing 
this? Whatdo you want with us? Are you 
civil officers?” He answered. We are; come 
go up the street with us, We said. All 
riant.“ I then asked my friend, Mr. Pascal, to 
go along and see what they were going to do 
with us. He started, but they forbade bis going, 
telling him not to come, but to go away, whic 
he did. They took us past the Post-Office, at 
the door of which stood a map who afterwards 
1 learned was the Postmaster; he had closed up 
the Post-Office, and was pins 3 for us. He 
asked the officers, “Who are these you have 
here!“ I said, „Are these men civil officers! 
They have à couple of Methodist preachers; 
will you go along and see that we-are hot hurt!“ 
He went with us. a | 

Passing by a large emoty storehouse the 
Marshal opened a gate to the richt, and ordered 
us to goin and down a passage-way, which was 
dark, and led in behind a large billiard-saloon 
in the next building. I objected, saying, Gen- 
tlemen, I hope you will not take us back there 
and take any advantage of us. if you are civil 
officers give us a fair trial.” The Marshal 
aus we “I want to take you back to my 
office.” Isaid, “I don’t know that you have 
anv office. Take us in at the front door.“ At 
this instant Brother Toddran. They shot at 
him three times; the first shot took effect in the 
upper inside portion of his left thigh. He 
reeled, but continuedto run. They ran after 
him, leaving me in the custody of the Postmas- 
ter. He took me on into the saloon and into 
the back where there were quite a number 
of men, both white and drinking. 
Within a few minutes the Marshal and his dep- 
uty returned, appearing very much excited, and 
said that Brother Todd nad made his escape, 
but swearing bigh and low that I should not. 
The Marshal threw off his coat and took out 
a pair of handcuffs, and soon made me doubly 
secure. After handcuffing me, he, with two or 
three others, marched me throngh a side door, 
and through two rooms into the third, fastened 
the doors, and I took a seat. Again I asked, 
“ 7 what authority do you do this?“ The Mar- 
shal held before me a paper, across the top of 
which I saw, State or United States Detect- 
ive,“ and said he wanted to examine me; which 
he did, after taking off the handcuffs: I assur- 
ing him, if he would let me send to Little Rock, 
I eould satisfy them, both as to who 1 was and 
to my character. He then searched my naked 
chest for a scar. About this time Brother Todd 
returned. ‘The Marshal, however, had said that 
l was not the man he was after, but the one 
whoran. I told him I guessed he had caught 
the wrong boys; that neither of us were guilty 
of anything. When Brother Todd returned he 
told them that he was willing to surrender: 
that he haa become excited, but after reflection 
he determined to come back and give up. The 
Marshal said to Brother Todd, You are not 
the man 1 wanted, but he is,“ pointing to me. 
Nevertheless, he examined both of us for scars 
on the chest and legs. After which ne released 
us. 

I at once ordered a doctor, who came and 
looked at the wound, but, although He appre- 
hended danger, he would not dress the wound 
without money in advance. I told him that 
neither ot us had a cent ot our own, but that I 
had a few dollars of missionary money which I 
was carrying to one of my preachers. He still 
refused, and I gave him 85 of the money. Then 
he dressed the wound. We remained there un- 
til morning, there being but a plank wal) be- 
tween us the the billiard hall, where men were 
drinking until late at night, or long after mid- 
night. Brother Todd suffered very much dur- 
ing the nignt, but I talked and encouraged bim 
as best 1 could while the weary hours of that 
sad night slowly passed away. 

The next day I took him out into the country, 
about two miles away, being told we could not 
occupy the room any longer, nor could he lie on 
the little bard and dirty bunk over the next 
night. He remained here about a week, after 
which I took bim further away, where he was 
soon visited by his brother, acripple, and very 
sick besides. Within a ev days he went to 
Brinkley, taking along bis brother to send him 
to Little Rock. They stopped at the hotel. 
The train was due about 1 o’clock in the night, 
but about 10 o’clock (these facts I give as Broth- 
er Todd gaye them to me on bis dying bed, 
for I bad left him the day before be returned to 
Brinkley) the hote!l-keeper and one of his 
servants came to their room, telling them that 
the train was in sight. The servant said that it 
was not, but the keeper said, ‘‘Go on, and be 
ready anyhow.“ So they took the sick brother 
down stairs, and the wounded one followed on 
his crutch and cane. When he reached the foot 
of the stairs in the back part of the building he 
looked through the front hall and saw masked 
men at the front door. He, of course thought 
they were intending to murder him and bis 
brother. Thinkingif he could getaway they 
might spare his sick and helpless brother, he went 
out at a back door, elimbed the back-yard fence, 
and hobbied off down a dark alley. over a fence 
into a ficld. As he went he looked back and 
saw them with two lanterns looking for him. 
They came into the fleld and passed by him a 
number of tumes. He told me they were 
masked, eight or ten in all, but he could not tell 
who they were. They passed very near bim at 
times, and he did not understand why they did 
not discover him, except it wos because God 
would not permit it; for said he, “1 prayed 
‘ save me, and do not let them nd

Measures for Its Extermina tion Hun- 
dreds of Cattle Killed in New 
York State, 


Danger of Propagation by Sales of Fine 
Stock---Ne Cases Known to Ex- 
ist in the West. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, May 5.—The agitation about con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonis among cattle has now 
lasted in this city for fourteen weeks. It began 
Jan. 31, with the news about the killing of the 
cattle which were landed Dy the steamer On- 
tario from Portland, Me., on Jan. 25, at Liver- 
pool. Agricultural Health-Officers were ap- 
pointed under the Contagious Diseases act of 
this State about a week later, and ever since 
there nas been manifested the utmost energy 
and vigilance in this locality in bringing to light 
every case of contagious pleuro-pneumonia 
wherever it exists, aud in eradicating the dis- 
ease. It can be stated as the result of the un- 
flagging researches of Gen. Patrick and Prof. 
Law thatit is not known that a solitary case of 
pleuro-ppeumonia has been brought to this port 
from the West. As far as the officers of the 
State bave any information, there is not a single 
case of the disease west of the Alleghenies, On 
the other hand, the state of things on this coast 
is very much worse than was dreamed of when 
the excitement first broke out. It is worse than 
most people here even vet suppose. 

Veteriparians have been perfectly aware of 
the continued existence of contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia in this part of the country ever 
since 1843. It is known exactly when it was in- 
troduced, and how. The disease was brought to 
America for the first time in the systems of 
some Dutch cows which were landed in Brook- 
lyn in 1843. The new cows were great milkers. 
It is remembered to this day that they made a 
great sensation among dairymen. ‘The owner 
invited all his frieuds to come up and see the 
cows which gave such wonderful quantities of 
milk. But pretty soon it was noticed that the 
wonderful cows began to be sick, and soon one 
or two of them died. Then other cows in the 
same dairy were taken sick and died, and before 
long the cattle in the neighborhood were taken 
with the same symptoms. The disease was 
new and unusual. Veterinarians did not appre- 
ciate its gravity and did not know how to check 
the spread of the disease, and they did not 
check it, and never have since. Again in 1847 
the contagion was brought to New Jersey, 
which has aiwavs been a dairy State, by some 
cows imported by Thomas Richardson. The 
— . . was 80 violent in this instance that it 
spread rapidly, and cattle worth $10,000 had to be 
killed or were carried off by the disease. English 
cows brought the disease to Brooklyn in 1850. 
It spread thereafter quite rapidly throughout 
Long Island and into Connecticut. It was im- 
ported to Massachusetts in 1850 by four cows 
from Holland, which belonged to W. W. Cheney, 
of Belmont, Mass. Active measures to exter- 
minate this disease were never taken in this 
locality until the present year. Connecticut has 
twice cleared every trace of it from ber borders, 
and Massachusetts has completely suppressed it 
also by State authority, but New York has been 
behind the times. Dairymen have concealed 
the fact of the existence of the disease among 
their berds for fear of loss, and in their efforts 
to save themselves by preventing publicity the 
have allowed a dangerous contagion to flou 
among their stock untti the trade of the whole 
country has been affected by it. It is a dispen- 
sation of Providence alone which has kept it 
from spreading over the whole country. 

Two years ago, Prof. Law, of Cornell Univer- 
sity, made a speech to the State Agricultural 
Society, in which he warned the farmers of 
the State of the danger which threatened 
them. It seems that contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia had deen intreduced into Australia 
in 1858, and had spread at once to the 
great herds of the country. Australia fought 
the disease by State authority until an immense 
amount of money had been spent and the cat- 
tle of the island were in danger of extermina- 
tion. They have never got rid of the disease 
since down there. Prof. Law urged that the 
Society use its influence to secure the passage 
of a law which would enable New York State to 

et rid of this dangerous pest. A year ago 

rof. Law again appeared before the Society in 
advocacy of this project, and finally the Society 
became alarmed and secured the passage of the 
law. Nothing was done under the law, how- 
ever, until last February, when England issued 
her orders iv Council stopping. the live-cattie 
trade from this country, Gen. Patrick, an old 
West-Pointer, and Prof. Law were then appoint- 
ed by the Governor to go to work and see if 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia could not be 
éradicated from this State. : 

Few better men could have been chosen for 
tuts important work. Law is an experienced 
man and good at the detection of cases of the 
disease, and Gen. Patrick is a man of remarkable 
executive ability. An old gentleman with long, 
white beard and hair, the General retains all the 
fire of his youth. Heastonishes the inmates of his 
fashionable boarding-house on West Twenty- 
ninth street by arousing bis assistant, Mr. 
Whitney, getting breakfast, and leaving the 
house by 7a.m. He iabors hard all day and 
sits up late into the night, busy with his papers 
and reports. He has pushed the work he has 
been set to perform with military sieeplessness 
and energy. 

It was at first supposed by the public that the 
disease existed only in one spot in the suburbs 
of Brooklyn. In the Village of Blissville, L. I., 
a herd of over 800 cows were stabled by their 
owners in the large barns attached to the dis- 
tillery of Gaff, Fleischmann & Co. This was 
the place the most badly infected. Cattle were 
dying there weekly. Gaff, Fleischmann 
& Co. stoutly denied that there was any con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia’ in the stabies, and 
they managed to get certificates to that effect 
from Dr. Going, Dr. H. T. Sears, and Dr. R. 
W. Findley, the latter the Veterinarian of 
Columbia College. ‘The firm had, however, 
carefuily removed all infected animals before 
the doctors made their inspection. In spite of 
denials, the disease was continually breaking 
out in the stables, and, as soon as Gen. Patric 
had orgauizea a system of inspection, the 
disease was found in a large number of stables 
and herds also, all around among the suburbs 
of the City of Brookiyn and for a long distance 
toward the eastern end of Long Island. So 
extensively had the disease spread that every 
cow on Long Island was soon suspected, and 
Gen. Patrick issued orders peremptorily for- 
bidding farmers and dairymen from removing a 
singie head of their stock from Long Island or 
from one county to another on the island, and 
he also went so far as to issue the same order 
with reference to New York Cityland the haitf- 
dozen counties immediately north of it on the 
Hudson River. This order is stiil in force. 
Every man found removing a single head of 
cattle from one of these counties to another, 
without a special permit, is immediately arrested. 
It was fora long time denied that there was 
any contagious pleuro-pneumonia on Man- 
hattan Island. A few cases of it have, however, 
been found here lately, and inspection is going on 
79 to discover it there are auy more. 
t is not yet known that the disease exists in 
any counties of New York State, north of this 
city, except in Westchester, the county im- 
mediately adjoining. It would be difficult to 
state the number of cases that have been found 
on Long Island and in this immediate locality. 
About eighty cattle bave, however, been killed at 
the offal dock by the State officers, and their hides 
slashed so as to prevent dealers from — 4 — 
the bides and thus spreading the contagion. Over 
150 more have been ordered to be killed, but 
were allowed to be killed as beef, having been 
only slightly affected. About 800 more which 
have been e to the disease by association 
with sick cows in berds and stabies have also 
been killed for beef, by advice of the State of- 
ficers, as a precaution against loss to the owners. 
The owners of those killed and destroyed have 
been given certificates. of indemnity of from $5 
to apiece. A large number have also been

Ina of that buil cows ate stabled 
belonging to people in town. The Agricultural 
Health-Officers of New York have discovered 
cases of pleuro-paeumonia among these cows. 
The trouble did not extend te the stock-vards, 
and bone of the cattle affected came from the 
West. The sick cows are of local breeding and 
are few in number. The importance of this 
discovery does not consist so much in the fact 
of the existence of the disease in the building, 
as in the fact that the building is likely to be 
infected by it, aud that, unless the most string- 
ent prevautions are used, and disinfectants are 
thoroughly used, the building itself may some 
day infect a herd from the West and send the 
contagion abroad again to make fresh trouble, 
It is due to ag public to know that Gen. Pat- 
rick and Prof. Law are unremitting in their ex- 
ertions to exterminate every germ of the con- 
tagionin this spot and in all others where 
it has been discovered by them, and they 
bow confidently expect to have clear- 
ed every vestice of it from the border 
of this State within the next four or five 
mouths. They do expect to accomplish this 
work any sooner. They would not be willing to 
give the State a clean bill of health until trom 
two to three months after the last sick cow had 
been killed. They have great confidence in the 
efficacy of their operations, however, and hope 
to be through some time next fall. 

Within the last two. weeks a remarkable 
change has taken place in the fcelings of dairy- 
men und cattle-deaiers in regard to this cam- 
paign agaipet pleuro-pneumonia. At fifst, the 
dread of loss caused distillerymen and owners 
of live stock to resist the quarantining of sta- 
bles und the operations of the Acalth-Officers. 
They drove off their cattle quietly in the night, 
and for a while were on the point of spreading 
the contagion to a large number of counties 
which have so far escaped its ravages. They 
would have done 80, except for the old West 
Pointer, who discovered what they were at and 
stopped them. ‘There was also much resistance 
to inspection. Gen. Patrick and Prof. Law 
have been energetically denounced frem the 
very start. Their operations seemed to be an 
unwarranted interference with private rights, 
Latterly, however, the propriety of a vigorous en- 
forcenrent of the Contagious Diseases law has be- 
come manifest to everybody. It is easy tosee that 
if this contagion should once tind its way to the 
great herds of the West (and it never can get 
there except by importation), this country 
would never be rid of it. Cattle-trains once 
infected would contaminate every herd traus- 
ported by them, Barns and yards would con- 
tinually propagate the trouble, and there would 
be no earthly way of preventing cattle in the 
fields and on the plains from imparting the con- 
tagion to each other. Now that the character 
of the plague. itself is understood, owners of 
live-stock are much more willing to applaud 
than to resist, and the change of sentiment is 
helping the work of exterminating the pleuro- 
pneumonia fro: these Eastern States. 

There is one circumstance now under investi- 
gation which perhaps ought to be mentioned, 
The widest publicity ought to be given to this 
whole subject. Itis known that this pestilence 
is propagated only by contagion. It is not a 

leuro-pneumonia proper, but a contagious 
ung-fever, the counterpart of the Lungen- 
seuche, by which name it has long been known 
in Germany. Itis nota product of life in bad 
stables. No local or general causes produce it. 
It spreads only by contagion, and a region which 
never imports cattle, but always exports, never 
has 11. The may of Spain and 
Portugal, of the hannel Islands, 
the Highlands of Scotland, parts ot 
Brittany and Normandy, and other regions 
which never import cattle, is due to this fact. 
Eyery outbreak of the disease in the last thou- 
sand years may be traced to importation. It 
therefore becomes important to watéh the trans- 
fer of cattle from infected districts to those 
which have enjoyed immunity. The State au- 
thorities of Kentucky have recentiy had their 
attention called to this matter and a circum- 
stance which may be possibly worthy of their at- 
tention. Some Jerseys owned in Suffolk County, 
Long Island, a region visited by the prevalent 

plague, were sold not long agoto a gentleman 
fn Kentucky. The Agricultural Health-Officers 
here, baving ascertained this fact, have felt it to 
be their dutv to advise the Government of Ken- 
tucky thereof, not because they know the plague 
to have been carried to Kentucky by this fine 
stock, or because they belicve it to have been, 
but because it may have been, and the possibili- 
ty was too serious to be passed by lightiy. Noth- 
ing has been learned of the results of the inves- 
tigation in Kentucky; but your correspondent 
would advise that gentlemen in the West should 
refrain from buying fine stock in the East for a 
few months, unless the owners here will pro- 
duce a clean bill of health for the animals from 
the Agricultural Healtn-Officers of this State. 

Gen. Curtis, Chief of the 2 Agents of 
the Treasury Department at this port, who is a 
large owner of fine stock in New Jersey, has 
taken great interest in the measures for the ex- 
termination of the disease in this part of the 
country. The General, as well as Prof. Law 
and Gen. Patrick, have been solicitous for the 
enactment of a national law for stamping .out 
the disease. They have repeatedly visited Wash- 
ington in regard to the matter. They are now 
hopeless of securing any useful law from Con- 
gress. They say that they were told by Western 
Senators that such a law could probably be 
secured from the Senate, but that it would be 
certain to be killed in the present Democratic 
House. It can be proved that a national system 
of inspection and quarantine would be less ex- 
pensive and more efficacious than twenty or 
thirty different State systems, but this consid- 
eration has been of no avail. Our Health- 
Officers have returned from Washington con- 
vinced that the country mast depend upon the 
efficiency of the systems of the different States. 
The plan in operation in this locality is to 
slaughter the sick as soon as detected, and make 
a most thorough-going disinfection, both of the 
premises and of the surviving animals. The 

remises art quarantined, and passing back and 

orth from the infected quarters to the quarters of 
the healthy cattle is forbidden. Owners are re- 
munerated for the killing of their stock out of 
a fund set apart for the purpose. In New York 
and New Jersey this policy is being carried out 
with zeal and intelligence. H. H. 


POINDEXTER SENTENCED. 


The Culprit, Before Sentence Being Pro- 
nounced, Delivers a Studied Protest 
Against the Jastice of His Conviction.

JUNE 27, 1878.—Dran Fux: As the vessel 
stops here but a short time, I will answer our 


letter before it is received. Even here Time 


speeds faster on bis way than a two-forty racer, 
und | can scarcely believe it is over a year since 
I came to Alaska. It was a year ago to-day that 
I wrote you. 

Though the life we lead here is monotonous, 
still the strange surroundings, and the many 
things of interest to a naturalist, afford much 

leasurable excitement, and keep me from indo- 

ence. There are many things to remind one he 
is in an Arctic country: the natives in their 
kyaks paddling about the bay, scai-spearing; 
the long days of summer, and the short days in: 
winter when we have but six hours of sunshine; 
the Arctic birds feeding on the moss covered 
but, otherwise barren tundras; the stunted wil- 
lows crawling weakly about the thick moss-beds, 
and the guarled and scraggy aldersatew feet 
high in sheltered places. 5 

In winter the suow hides the country, and 
makes it look like one of the snow-covered: 
rolling prairies of Northern Illinois: but a sbort 
walk in the iptense cold soon dispels the illa- 
sion. Perhaps a covey of ptarmigons whirr up 
close by, or a hawk-ow! glides by you; while far 
off, along the horizon, a waving mirage causes 
the hills to assume all manver of fantastic 
shapes. This, and the energetic waving motion 
of the atmosphere, are phenomena character. 
istic of the majority of clear days in winter. 

In spring and autumn we have many magnifi- 
cent sunset-views; and in summer the sunset is 
followed through the night by a peculiar half. 
twilight, which seems to hang about bill and 
valley like a light fog, half obscuring, yet leay- 
ing distinct, the Arctic landscape. he silence 
of this strange night is ＋ broken, perhaps, 
by an occasional harsh note from some restless 
guli as he coasts along over the smooth blue 
water, the surface of which is rufiled now and 
then by a shoal of white whales pursuing their 
prey. | | 

Ihave done much ‘collecting the past year, 
and have several thousand specimens to ship, 
Great has been the mortality amoug the rare 
species of birds since I arrived. I have made 
above 800 bird-skins. Many interesting and sume 
curious species of fish have been taken, of 
which Iam making water-color sketcbes. My 
work is pecessarily confined to a limited area, 
as my eight daily meteorological observations 
keep me pretty well occupied; but, through the 
kindness of the fur-traders of the interior, 1 
get many specimens from far up the Tukon 
River; some are brought me from a fur®station 
1,800 miles up the river. The traders come down 
each spring with the winter's catch loaded in seal- 
skin boats, and, returning. take back goods. 

The past winter was anything but tropical,— 
the mercury being frozen, and the spirit 
mometers marking 52 degrees below zero. The 
warmest day iast summer was 75 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. The festive mosquito stands the climate 
with praisworthy hardiness; untold millions are 
hatched from innumerable pools, and their en- 
terprising habits render life a misery during the 
time of their abundance. 

I bad much sport shooting black brant the 
last of May; and, a few days since, speared her- 
rings as they passed north on their annual 
migration. We bave a. varied bill of fare: 
salmon all summer,—a single fish often weigh- 
ing forty pounds; in spring and fall we have 
geese and ducks; in winter, ptarmigans, rein- 
deer, and polar hares; tom-cods we have the 
year round. | 

Last fall I killed a targe fur-seal with a rifle, 
but it sank before it could be reached. | 

The natives near us are friendly, but the 
tribes eighty miles north are inclined to be 
troublesome. All are fond of dancing, and 1 
have attended several of their performances, 
one of which Was very interesting, and a brief 
account may interest you: Hanging in festoons 
across the room were the bladders from all the 
seal killed the past season by the residents of 
this village; these bladders were painted with 
bands of black, and the superstitious dance was 
given in their honor, as is the custom here. 

Soon the best scal- hunter leaped from his con- 
cealment under the floor, shouting, and bea 
a large bundle of resined sticks burning, whic 
burst into a bright flame as he rushed about the 
room waving his torch across the face and budy 
of each of the hunters, who sat in breathless 
silence during the operation. He then ran, 
shouting boarsely, along the lines of bladders, 
sweeping his torch many times about the various 
festoons. The intensity and wild earnestness of 
all his movements excited his companions, one 
of whom, with the assistance of several others, 
he suddenly seized by arms and legs, and thrust 
backwards through the whole m the floor, where 
the debris of the torches was emitting a dense 
smoke. When nearly strangled he was drawn 
out, and one after the other the entire lot of 
hunters was served the same way, and the spéc- 
tacle was over. After several other dances had 
been held at the same place, these bladders 
were taken down, and in mid-winter carried out 
on the sea about. two miles, and put through a 
hole ih the ice at sunrise, the natives walking to 
and from the watery sepulchre in solemn pro- 
cession, and the ceremony was ended. 

I will now close until your letter arrives. 

JuLY 5, 1878.—The vessel is here, and your 
letters received. Ihave just packed seventeen 
boxes,—many of them large ones,—containing 
my collections for the Smithsonian Institute. 

Yesterday we celebrated in the orthodox 
manner,—firing cannon, etc.; but fire-works 
were not in order, as we have no night in which 
to show them. Bs |

Consols opened at 98 15-16, and declined to 
98 13-16. The London Times compares the pres- 
ent condition of the money market with that 
which prevailed in 1876. On the 19th of April 
in that year the Bank of England reduced its 
rate to 2 per cent, at which point it continued 
till May 8 in the following year, when it was 
raised to 3 per cent. This official rate, however, 
by no means indicated the state of inactivity 
into which the money market had fallen, for 
money in the open market sank steadily all 
through the summer and autumn of 1876, so 
that bankers were able to allow only one-half of 
1 per cent interest on deposits. The Times 
thinks the money market this year will be as 
easy as that of 1876, if not easier. 

Chicago bank clearings were $3,300,000, against 
$4,000,000 the day before. The day was a dull 
one in all departments. Sbipments of cur- 
reney were made to New York to meet the de- 
mand for New York exchange. Discounts 
were in only moderate demand.

Some 
of it is undoubtedly held by men who are look- 
ing for a May squeeze; but there is reason to 
think that the great bulk of it is held for sbip- 
ment when conditions suit the holders. The 
shorts hoped for a break in consequence of fine 
weather, and the number was greater than gen- 
erally supposed. The good prospects in Southern 
[ilinois, Ohio, and Indiana made speculative 
people very bearish, and they have been free 
sellers in this market for two or three weeks 
past; their offerings, more than any other 
thing, being the cause of prices keeping 
downs The movement of Monday afternoon 
ca arather free calling of margins by the 
longs, and the result was that many of the 
shorts were forced to cover yesterday, which 
alarmed the rest, especially as there were 
rumors to the effect that the capital under 
wheat has recently received a large reinforce- 
ment from the East. 

Corn was tame, being chiefly sustained by 
sympathy with wheat, and oats were firmer for 
the same reason. Barley was independently 
strong, the stock having been reduced by a 
rather free local consumption. Provisions were 
stronger early, but closed tame. The average 
of all the produce markets was above that of the 
previous day. 

Lake freights were still unchanged. The 
advent of a considerable quantity of freight 
room in addition to that previously here seemed 
to cause no change in the attitude of carriers, 
while shippers avoided the lake freight depart- 
ment. altogether. Exporters stated that they 
are doing better than the vessel-men could do 
by them anyhow, some buying corn in Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, while one is understood to 
have bought something like 1,000,000 in the 
country within the past few days, which is now 
being shipped by all rail. 

The vessel-men were encouraged to hold out 
yesterday by a telegram from Cleveland an- 
nouncing that some of the largest vessel-owners 
on the lakes had decided to adhere to the card 
rates and fight it out on that line if it took ali 
summer.“ 

The demand for dry goods was as active as 
could be expected at this stage of the season. 
The demand at present is chiefly in the shape of 
mail orders.

Cheese still 
shows weakness, the supply continuing in ex- 
cess of the demand, which at this time of year is 
confined to meeting current wants. Oils were 
in good request and were quoted steady. To- 
baceos were active and firm. The coal market 
was without new features. Prices are still un- 
ett led. 

At the lumber- yards trade was again reported 
fairly active at uuchanged prices. The cargo 
offerings were small and in fair request, espe- 
cially the dry stuff. Dealers look for little 
change in prices during the next six weeks. 
After the middle of June the fate of the log 
crop will be decided. Some of the reports now 
received from the pineries make the outlook 
very gloomy for getting out logs, especially in 
the Mississippi district. The streams in the 
lumber regions are said to be lower 
now than they have been for years 
in the springtime, and heavy and 
continuous rains will be needed to bring them 
toa hight that will permit swift running of 
logs. The marketis stronger in consequence 
of this bad outlook for the log crop. Hard- 
ware and metals were in fair demand at recent 
prices. Nails are firm, being scarce, and the 
offerings are likely to be light for some time. 
The wool, bay, and broom-corn markets were 
steady. Seeds were quiet, the leading varieties 
being firm and the late seeds were stronger, 
the active season for them being at hand. 
Poultry and eggs were firm. Potatoes were 
again quoted dull and weak, the offerings being 
excessive as compared with the inguiry.

A STATE OF WAR. 


Rockcastie County, Ky-, Practically in That 
Condition—Nineteen Homicides and Forty- 
six Malicious Woundings In Four Fears 
One Man Hung, but He Was a Negro. 

Correspondence Cinctnnatt Gazette, 

Mr. Vernon, Ky., April 24—From Mt. Ver- 
non, Rockcastle County, Ky., your correspond- 
ent sends greeting. Should thisdetter not be 
followed by another withip a reasonable time, 
the public will understand that I was last heard 
from at this point. I have suddenty popped 
into the very midst of a people afflicted with 
the killing mania in its most virulent form. An 
outbreak is patien ly awaited, if not eagerly ex- 
pected at the present moment; and, as the kill- 
ing when inaugurated is often somewhat promis- 
cuous, of course it is impossible to predict with 
certainty thut your correspondent will accom- 
plish a safe exit from the locality. You will 
understand that my worthy host, a most ex- 
cellent man, has kinsfolk. It may be counted 
acainst him as a misfortune, but it is not his 
fault,—how could he helo having kinsfolk? He 
himeelf has never had any unpleasant relations 
with the members of the faction who were last 
observed about a mile and a half trom town 
drawn up in battle array and contemplating a 
night attack upon the town. A yearor so ago 
he contemplated blowing out the brains of some 
of their fathers or sons, and Was earnestly so- 
licited by an eager crowd to take the lead and 
oversee the hanging of divers of them, that it 
migut be accomplished decently and et- 
fectively, but he refrained, and 
somebody else performed the office. I men- 
tion this to show that mine host is not person- 
ally involved. But nis kinsfolk have done some 
effective shooting in self-defense latterly, and 
they live inconveniently near. Last night on 
going to bed I noticed that he carefully closed 
all the blinds, and asked his son if the dounle- 
barreled was properly loaded and capped, prep- 
arations that gave me assurance of passing a 
comfortable night. Eyerybody about me is 
secretly armed and reaay to shoot. Soft should 
be my pillow thus guarded. ‘The history of the 
present unpleasantness is as follows: Some 
six years ago one Owens killed Henry Langford. 
Henry’s brother James conceived it to be his 
duty to kill Owens. It was the misfortune of 
one Rickens to be dressed like Owens. Both 
were in town on the same day, and it whs his 
further misfortune to ride out of town after 
daylight upon the road on which Owens lived. 
He was found dead near Owens’ house. Not 
long since Liberty Langford, James’ son, was 
not permitted to return a pair of boots after 
wearing them, that he bad purchased at Jack 
Adams’ store. A question involving Langford’s 
honor was raised, and he. tried to get a ballet 
into little Jack, but the finish deposit of lead 
was made in his own brain. Then James Bet- 
terman, bis friend, was killed by Snodgrass, 
and sundry acquaintances, Cummins, Smith, 
Gibbs, and King, were a short time since taken 
out of jailand becomingly hung. The remain- 
ing relatives of the Langfords, Bethreums, etc., 
have made a hotchpotch of their grievances, 
and with their numerous friends bave as- 
sumed a warlike and aggressive attitude, with 
headquarters in the county, while the party of 
Adams, Snodgrass, ley, etc., are under 
armsintown. ‘The last passage d’arms was on 
last Saturday night. A posse, on information 
that the opposite party were in force about a 
mile and a nalf from town, went out on horse- 
back. They were about fifty in number, and 
among the other good citizens joining in the ex- 

edition, rumor places the celebrated Grove 

Lennedy, and one of the scarcely less notorious 

Sanders family,—a name that appears in the 

Lincoln County record. Op the assumption 

that the rurai assembly was an unlawful gather- 

ing, the’fifty aforesaid rode out to “take them 
in.“ On the way they captared a negro, and 
used him rather — with A view to compel 
him to furnish information of the whereabouts 
of the rural party. This he was unable or unwill- 
ing to do, and was finally released. Upon their 
return after an unsuccessful search, they were 
fired into by a squad of the rural party, and 
after a lively time the parties scattered and fled. 
Two of the town parties are known to be, and 
others reported as, being wounded. It is due to 
the darkness of the and the uncertain aim 
of the party iif ambueh that we have noi a long 
list of killed to add to those below. This moru- 
ing, while we write, there is an evident stir,— 
something exciting is about to happen. Young 
men with double-barreled shotguns are burry- 
ing along the streets, on foot and on horseback, 
toarendezvons. An inguiry develops the fact 
that a peace warrant has been issued, and under 
form of law, with the Sheriff in attendance, 
they go out to give battle to the rural faction. 
Prisoners are not expected to be taken 
unless accidentally, if the expressions heard 
upon the street rightly interpret the 
intention of the posse, While we 
await results, it is well to state that some few 
years ago the Court-House was burned, together 
with the records of the county, by incendiaries, 

The object appears to have been to thus sum- 

marily dispose of the criminal cases on the 

docket. The blame of this rests upon the rural 
party, and many of their names appear upon the 
docket as being under indictment for the offense. 

The feeling in town is one of insecurity, founded 

upon the belief of an intention on the part of 

the raral party to burn it down: I desire to call 
the attertion of the public to the fact that the 
number of homicides but partly indicate the 
virulence of the killing mania. Ihe number of 
men killed since 1875, that is, in four years, is 
only about nineteen, but the instances of maili- 
cious cutting and shooting, chiefly the latter, from 
which death has not resulted, are about forty- 
six. Had the intentions been suceessful, there- 
fore, we should have a list of sixty-fivein four 
years. This is true of the counties already re- 
ported in the Gazetie. The number of attempts 
to kill has been largely in excess of the num- 
ber of actual homicides. Everybody here is 
assumed to be armed, and the law against car- 
rying concealed weapons is seldom enforced. 

As an excuse, it is amrmed that it has the effect 

of disarming peaceahle, law-abiding eittzeus, 

while the rough and désperate men do not re- 

gard it. Whisky ordinarily enters as an im- 

portant factor into the immediate cause of 

crime. But in this section, at least, of Ken- 
tucky it must be counted out. For years the 

Local-Option Jaw has been enforced here; whisky 

is not made or sold in the county; 

and they are emphatically a sober peo- 
ple. They are sober men, afilicted 
with Kentucky’s fearfal mania, who do the 

killing. {take occasion to repeat that such a 

mania has ever been found among the social 

conditions of that community in which one race 
holds another in subjection.. The value of hu- 
man life is ever estimated at the minimum. 

Kemorseful feelings never inte between 

the slayer and his victim, and no Banquos rise 

to push the modern Macbeths from their stools. 

As I write, at 2 p. m., the posse has returned 
without success, reporting that they did some 
ineffective shooting at Jim Merricks, who gave 
them leg bail and a shower of bullets. They 
also had the satisfaction of trying a needle- 
gun on Jim Langford as he started from 
bis home, knocking the slivers from the 
fence about him as be ran, but be made his es- 
cape. There seem to be no political issues in- 
volved in this trouble. It 1s a family fracas 
grown into a local feud, in which many lives are 
likely to be sacrificed before it is ended.

SEEKING SUNKEN MONEY. | 


Hunting for Gold Buried in the Atlantic. 
The Loss of the De Brock During the 
Revolutionary War. 

Correspondence New York Times. 

Lewes, Del., April 28.—The curiosity of the 
people here has been aroused within a few days 
by the unusual doings of three men, uncom- 
municative as to who they are, who have been 
making inquiries into the. wrecks which have 
occurred in former years. This bas set going 
again the old stories of the gold buried in the 
Atlantic, just outside Cape Henlopen. The ob- 
ject of the inguiry, so far as can be learned, is 
to ascertain the probability of recovering the 
riches that have been lost from wrecked treas- 
ure-shios in Revolutionary days, In giving the 
cause of this action, one of them says that last 
summer, while at Rehoboth Beach, he received 
positive information that a great amount of 
treasure bad gone down with ill-fated ships 
upon the dangerous strip of coast between Cape 
Henlopen and Rehoboth, and tbis, with evi- 
dence that much of it may not be hard of access, 


has led him to make this trip. One of the party 


isamanwhbo has considerable kuowledge of 


ue engineering and much practical skill in 


raising vessels, and another a diver, who, a year 
or two ago, was in the Government employ. 

It has n a great many years since the 
wrecks in question occurred, and no doubt by 
this time the sunken vessels are covered up by 
the constantly changing channels, with ＋ 72 
visible to mark their resting places. It has beer 
said that the Delaware seacoast undergoes 
more changes than any other ocean shore. 
South of Cape. Henlopen the waves of 
the Atlantic now roll over spots where 
once large islands, covered with woods, were to 
be seen, and where ships once could easily sail 
there are now shoals, rapidiy becoming islands. 
These freaks on the part of Nature make it 
doubtful if the adventurers wili ever set eyes on 
the sunken riches. But while it may be true 
and it very likely is,that the money is beyond 
human reach, the fact that it lies there cannot be 
gainsaid. Its existence is proved by history and 
recent events. One of the most prominent cases 
that.can be cited to this effect is the story of the 
French ship De Brock. The De Brock was an 
armed ship commanded by a young American 
named- James Drew, but manned by a French 
crew. She did excellent service during the early 
part of the Kevolutionary War, and made several 
captures. About the third or fourth year of the 
war she conveyed a large quantity of gold 
coin and arms from France to America, the 
arms being for the Colonial forces and the 
money secretly loaned to the Colonies. She 
was chased by severai English frigates, but 
roached her destination in Synepuxette Bay, 
near where is now situated Ocean City, Md. 
The money and munitions of war were landed 
and conveyed in 1 up the peninsula to 
Wilmington, under the escort of a company of 
Delaware Militia commanded by Col. David 
Hall, accompanied by a body of French soldiers, 
who came over on the De Brock, When Wil- 
mington was reached the arms were disposed of 
according to orders, and the money was stored 
away in the cellar of a house which was oc- 
cupied by the French officers. The French- 
men remained in Wilmington all winter, and 
just as they were ning mage to go away 
in the spring, the house in which the money 
was concealed was entered in the dead of night, 
and the whole amount was taken. There was no 
clew to the robbers, and no attempt was made to 
arrest any ope. Chancy Clow, one of the most 
noted Tories and guerrillas of the Revolution, 
who made his home in Delaware, was suspected 
of being the principal in the robbery. Clow was 
a bold and heartless ruffian, and his reckless 
doings and hairbreadtb escapes still live in tra- 
dition. He was hanged for murder at the close 
of the war. 

The De Brock, after waiting in Synepuxectte 
Bay until her English pursuers went awav, 
stood out to sea, and in the course of a few days 
captured two English prize ships, which were 
loaded with a valuable cargo and ajarge amount 
of coin. She then set sail for Lewes to take on 
supplies, When nearing the mouth of the ba 
Capt. Drew committed the ship into the bands 
of Andrew Allen, one of the best

wind was blowing at the time. Drew 
full of vanity, and, it is said, also full 
of liquor, pad ad her sails set again as 
she was preparing to round the Cape, despite 
Allen's remonstrapce, and she capsized, filled, 
and went down, taking to the bottom with her 
the two prizes and the gold they carried in their 
holds. Some of the crew succeeded in getting 
into one of the boats, and many of the wh- 
ing men swam to it, only to have their fingers or 
hands cut off with knives or swords, as they 
caught bold of the gunwales of the boat and en- 
deavored to clamber in, and thus were left to 
the mercy of the waves. Very few reached the 
shore alive. Drew was washed in lifeless, and 
is buried in the old Episcopal churchyard with 
a monument above him, the inscription upon 
which relates how he died. Allen survived, and 
from him the story of the untold Wealth that 
went to the bottom with the De Brock has been 
handed down from generation to geveration, 
and is often related to the summer tourists 
by the rough old wreckers with a gusto that 
is quite amazing. From this wreck much 
gold has from time to time been washed 
ashore, and it is said that afew days after the 
wreck the father of William Marshall, the Lieu- 
tenant-Commander of the post at Lewes during 
the war of 1812, and several others, secured 
enough of the precious metal to make them 
rich for the time being. This came ashore on 
fragments ofthe ship, and was picked up on the 
most seaward point of Cape Henloven. 

But this wreck is not the only one that has 
brought the party here. Some time between 
the Revolution and the war of 1812 an American 
brig, bound from, Liverpool to Baltimore, with 
specie on board, was wrecked upon a shoal! lying 
out from Synepuxette Beach, and there was 
beaten to pieces by the heavy surf. A gold- 
laden Spanish vessel was also wrecked upon 
the Hen-and-Ohicken Shoals, just off the 
beach south of the cape. This is one of the 
most treaeherous and fatal beaches on the whole 
Atlantic coast. More wrecks have occurred here 
than upon any similar extent of shore with 
which the United States Life-Saving Service 
have anything to do. Upon this beach, where 
so often have been found the corpses of unfor- 
tunate mariners, gold and silver coin bas been 
washed up by the waves. No later than last fall, 
after the terrific storm in October, two pieces of 
gold coin and a Spanish dollar were found near 
the edge of the surf. This more than anything 
else bas led the party already alluded to to 
think that there is some likelihood of the re- 
covery of a quantity of the lost treasure.

be gospel truth, when the facts are it is mainly 
a jumble of lies hatched in their own brain. 

How many innocent people have suflered un- 
told tortures and eventually found early graves 
consequent upon this untruthful and maligning 
habit of some reporters! Eternity will only re- 
veal the misery many estimable families and in- 
dividuais have undergone owing to this fact.

His sub- 
ject being suggested to him, the little dark- 
hued man immediately seizes his brush without 
a moment's apparent reflection, and with intense 
interest the spectators watch the swift aud 
gradual process which transforms a blank ex- 
tent of canvas intw a gorgeous wreck-strewn 
sea or a golden sunset. is work is generally 
finished withiathe hour. Not long ago, being 
the guest of the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, at Ludwigslust, Signor Carlo 
was desired to paint in oil a Hungarian land- 
scape (Pussta, with Gypsy camp), and this he 
did in the space of Ofty minutes, with such 
truth to nature and such artistic skill asto ex- 
cite the hearty admiration of all the Court. 
before a society of artists lately. too, this won- 
derful man, within the short period of forty- 
three minutes, called into glowing life an Italian 
landscape with a perspective of classic ruins, 
glancing rivulets, and breathing groves.

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‘THE NEW ILLUMINATOR. 


A Number of Interesting Questions Answered 
Concerning It. 
‘Cleveiand Heraid, May 3. 

As there have been any number of queries 
suggested in the public mind since the introduc- 
tion of the electric light on the square, a Herald 
reporter put afew of them in shape and pro- 
pounded them to Mr. G. W. Stockley, of the 
Telegraph Supply Company, with the subjoined 


result: 

„How are you pleased with the manner in 
which the electric light in the park is operat- 
ing! ” 

“The operation of the licht is satisfactory in 
all respects except an occasional change in in- 
tensity in some of the lights. This is due to 
the newness ot the mechanism of the lamps, 
which do not work as smoothly as they will 
after being run a few days. Ina week or two 
these changes will be very rare if they occur at 
all.’ 

“What do you bear from the city officials and 
the public enerally on the subject?” 

‘*The’ all but universal verdict bas been ex- 
pressed in the words, ‘A grand success.’ 
exceptions have been surprisingly few and their 
criticisms. based upon the occasional variations 
in the intensity above noted. 

„am informed, from a reliable source, that 
two of the electric lights went out at about 8 
o’clock Wednesaay night. What was the 
cause !“ 

„On Wednesday night we started the Nights 
at 8 o'clock, and tne engineer, noticing that one 
in the centre of the park did not burn with the 
rest, went to it and found that one of the carbon 
points had been carelessly put into the lamp aud 
bad slipped out ot place. Upon correcting this 
the light immediately burned as well as the 
others. There hag been no other stoppage of 
any light at any time.” 

“Would you bave any positive means of 
koowing the fact if the lights were extinguish- 
ed?” 

Tes, sir; for the machine would indicate the 
fact unmistakably at once both to the eye and 
the ear of the man m charge.” 

„Aud this method would never faul!“ 

„Not as long as the engineer could see or 
bear, for the signs are unmistakable.“ 

„Is the light’s intensity diminished by. the 
length of wire employed, and if so, how much?”’ 

“By simply increasing the cross section or 
capacity of the wire the current may be carried 
long distances without any diminution what- 
ever. ‘The ieogth of circuit for the park lamps 
is about 4,000 feet, and there would be no ver- 
ceptible increase of light if the circuit were only 
100 feet, because we use wire of suflicient 
capacity for the full distance.” | 

“Do the twelve lights in the park give less 
light proportionally on account of the division 
than if the same machine furnished but oue 
single illuminator?’ 

it would be practicatly impossible to use 
the full power of this machine, with any satis- 
factory results, with less thab fourteen lights. 
With the machine running at its maximum 
speed, 750 revolutions per minute, the aggregate 
amount of light is greatest with fourteen to 
sixteen lamps. We run the park machine st 
624 revolutions per minute and get twelve 
lights of just the same power that each of the 
fourteen or sixteen would be at the higher 
speed. After passing this number of lamps 
there is a gradual decrease as more are addcd. 
Twenty-seven have been burned in one circuit 
with this size machine, but the aggregate light 
was less by over one-half than with sixteen,’’ 

“Will you please state the kind of globes 
that Fin have iu use, aud their adyantage?’’ 

„We have used so far in the park porcelain 
or, as they are usually called, opal globes on all 
the lights. We did this because we had an 
abundauce of light and could afford to lose a 
good deal of it, and thus modify its intensity. 
All scientific authorities agree that opal giobes 
transmit less than one-nail the light produced 
meide of them.“ 

“Suppose you tried ground glass, or clear 
glass globes, what would be the result?“ 

Ground glass globes transmit much more 
light than opal, but are not so pleasant to the 
eye on this account. After the novelty of the 
light is gone, and people get accustomed to 
using the light as they do sunlight, and not 
try to stare it out of countenance, we can dis- 
pense with even this protection and use clear 
glass globes, getting over double the light now 
utilized,’’ 


Shaving the Beard. 

The custom of shaving the beard was enforced 
by Alexander ot M on, not for the sake of 
fashion, but for a practical end. He knew that 
the soldiers of India, when they encountered 
their foes, had the habit of grasping them by 
the beard, and so he ordered his soldiers to 
shave. Afterward shaving was practiced in the 
Macedonian army, and then among Greek citi- 
zens. The Romans imitated the Greeks in the 
practice, as they did in many other things, and 
spread it to the different Kuropean nations yet 
barbaric. In the Midale Ages, at the time of 
the Renaissance, shaving was introdaced, and 
the habit was retained, though classicism gave 
place to romanticism, aud that, in its turn, was 
replaced by realism. The beard was a source of 
trouble to Peter the Great, who, simultaneously 
with the in.roduction of his great reforms in 
Russia, tried to induce his people to imitate the 
shaving nations. This innovation was resisted 
by his subjects with the utmost persistence, and 
they preferred to-pay a heavy fine rather than 
suffer disfigurement, as they believed, of the 
image of God. To the Russians of olden times 
the beard was a symbol of liberty. In several 
countries of Western Europe and in the United 
States the beard was restored to honor only 
about twenty years ago, but even yet the 
majority of men respect the custom introduced 
by Alexander the Great.
